Rey. Daniel D. Winn, 


The announcement of the sudden death 
of Rev. Danie, D. Winn was received 
with sincere regret by his hosts of friends 
and relatives in Woburn. 

Mr. Winn had been somewhat poorly in 
health for a few weeks prior to his decease, 
and about 10 o'clock Friday forenoon, June 
28, 1895, he sat down in a chair at his home 
at Jamaica Plain and immediately expired 
without a struggle or warning. 

Daniel D. Winn was the son of Moses 
Winn and born at North Woburn in 1821. 
Here he spent his youth and was educated 
until he entered college, and there are many 
now living in this city who were his associ- 
ates in boyhood. 

His first wife was Lavinia Winn, sister of 
the late William and Timothy Winn, to 
whom he was united on Sept. 6, 1853. The 
fruit of that union was a son, William, who 
is now a resident of Berkeley, California, 
engaged in the publication of a newspaper.

Soon after the death of his wife he made 
the,tour of Europe and studied in Germany. 
Subsequently he married an estimable lady 
of that country, who survives, with one 
child, to sincerely mourn the loss of a kind 
husband and indulgent father. 


Mr. Winn was a person of marked in- 
tegrity and uprightness of character. He 
was a genuine Christian gentleman. He 


abhored sin, especially low cunning, deceit, 
lying. He was conscientious, square, out- 
spoken, and above board in his intercourse 
with his fellow men. He was a true friend 
to those he liked. He was an able preacher, 
and a faithful pastor. 

The funeral was held at his late home at 
Jamaica Plain at 2 o'clock, Monday after- 
noon.

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“WHAT THE DUKE HAS COST, 


Has Received Salaries of Many Offices aud 
Gifts of More Than $3,500,000, 

The Duke of Cambridge, the queen’s 
cousin, is one of the fat kine who have 
managed to pick up a decent living at 
the expense of the British taxpayers 
without that enormous amount of serv- 
ice that might be supposed to cover the 
income they receive. 

He was the son of the tenth child of 


George II, who was created Duke of 


Cambridge, Ear] of Tipperary and Baron 
Culloden, and who died in 1850. George, 
the second and present duke, was yoted 
an annuity of $60,000 a year when his 
father died, and the orphan’s path was 
made tolerably easy. Joseph Hume, the 
well known economist, voted to reduce 
this amount by one-half, but could find 
only 52 members to go with him in the 
lobby. 

The young duke was a soldier. John 
Bright moved to limit the duke’s in- 
all sources, 
but this very reasonable proposition was 
defeated—108 to 89. The duke graduat- 
ed in army emoluments in 1839, when 
at 18 years of age he became a colonel. 
Eight years later he was a major gen- 
eral, in which capacity he held some of 
the most lucrative posts in the service; 
in 1854 a lieutenant general, and was 
given the command of a Crimean divi- 
sion; in 1856 a general on full pay, and 
six years later a field marshal at $22,- 
500 a year, with the command in chief. 

Every step, notably the last, was over 
the heads of able and veteran officers, 
grown gray in the country’s service. In 
1861 he was made colone! of the Grena- 
dier guards, and as this greatly coveted 
military appointment, with its $10,660 
a year, has for 27 years been retained 
by one already overloaded with public 
money and honors, it can be imagined 
how much assistance army economists 
and reformers ure likely to get from the 
head of the service. 

H. R. H. also resides at Gloucester 
House, free of rent, rates and taxes, an 
immunity which must be at least worth 
about $10,000 a year, and this privilege 
he has enjoyed since 1857. The duke 
has also since 1852 been ranger of St. 
James, Green and Hyde parks and since 
1857 ranger of Richmond park, all lit- 
tle pickings of salaries making a sum 
equal to $12,500 a year apiece or about 
#65,000. Besides this he is colonel of 
the artillery and the engineer regiments. 

To all hints that he might resign and 
let some other soldier have a chance at 
the lucrative and honorable position as 
head of the army the duke has turned a 
deaf ear, If the British nation does not 
know when it has a good servant, George, 
duke of Cambridge, is fully alive to the 


| fact that he has a good master, and is in 


no hurry to quit. 

An estimate of the amount of money 
the Duke of Cambridge has drawn from 
id them the 
honor of seeking a living “at their ex- 
pense brings the sum total to near 
£700,000, or about $8,500,000. The 
amount that he has cost the nation by 
opposition to ideas of military reform is

“TOOK IN FIFTY!” 


The following extraordinary story 
was told to mesome years ago by tho 
commander of asteamship in which I 
was making a voyage for my health. 
The captain, who had himself shared 
in the experience he related, began his 
tale thus: 

‘“*4 good many years agol was in 
Jape Town, having been forced by ill- 
ness to quit my post as second mate of 
a large ship bound to Bombay. A fort- 
night after the ship sailed I recovered 
my health and was fit for work. 

‘“‘T remember one of those mornings 
while I was hunting for a berth. I was 
watching a Malay fishing boat sliding 
through the water, with an occasional 
burst of spray off her weather bow, 
which arched a little rainbow for her 
to rush through, when I was accosted. 
Iturned. It was the port captain or 
harbor master. I cannot remember the 
term by which his office was distin- 
guished. He had sailed with my father 
some years earlier, and I had met him 
on two occasions in England. He had 
done me some kindness while I lay in 
lodgings in Cape Town and had assured 
me of his willinngess to help me find a 
ship when I should be well enough to 
go tosea. He was a Scotchman, with 
a hard, weather colored face and of a 
dry, arch expression of eye. 

“D’ye see anything to fit ye?’ said he.

‘** Well, now,’ said he, ‘you're the 
very mon I was thinking of not half an 
jhour ago.

Fourth of July 50 Years Ago. 

On Thursday May 29, 1845, W. F. Young, 
then of Fitehburg and now of Wakefield, 
started a paper called the Votce of Industry, 
A paper in interest of the various reforme 
of that day and especially of the labor 
movement, Tt was very ably conducted, | 
both ia ite editorial matter and selections, 
The paper was afterwards moved to Lowell 
where it continged until July 1847, and 
moved to Boston, where it 
finally died the usual death of reform 
papers. 

On July 4th, 1845, a Convention of work- 
ing men and women was holden in a beauti- 
ful grove at Montvale, Woburn. Delegates 
were present from Lowell, Boston, Lynn 
and surrounding towns, in the aggregate 
about 2,000, We quote from the report of 
the Secretary, as published in the Votce of 
Indastry on July 10th: 

The delegation trom Boston and Lowell 
were escorted by a band of music from the 
cars to the grove, which was tastefully 
arranged for the occasion, 

At half past ten o'clock the meeting was | 
called to order by Mr. William) Totman ot} 
Woburn. On the motion of Mr. Louis 
Furst of Boston, a committee of five were 
appointed by the Chair to nominate and 
report a list of officers for the day. 

The Rev. I. Holbrook of Stoneham 
offered a prayer for the Divine blessing on 
the movement, 

The committee then returned the follow- 
ing list of officers, which was unanimously 
adopted: For President, Mr. William Tot- 
man of Woburn; Vice-Presidents, Messra. 
A. J. Wright of Boston, L. W. Ryckman of 
Brook Farm, Miss S. G. Bagley of Lowell, 
Mr. Watson of Lowell, W. F. Young of 
Fitchburg, Mr. Allen of So. Boston, and 
Mr. Pinkham of Lynn, and all the Presi- 
dents of all associations represented. For 
Secretaries, Messrs, Leavitt of Woburn and 
John McMullen of Boston; and for ‘Toast- 
master, Mr. Richardson of Woburn. 

The meeting having been duly organized 
Mr. Ryckman of the Brook Farm Associa. | 
tion took the stand and encouraged all to | 
more universal ideas, He said his object 
was not to array one class against another, 
but by a glorious unity of interests make 
all harmony and insure universal iotelli- | 
gence, elevation and happiness. 


Mr. White of Watertown followed and 
spoke with eloquent feeling on the sad} 
picture of America’s future prospect, and | 


declared that the same causes were at work 
here which effect the consummation of 
English oppression and European seevitude.

A Visit from Gov, Groenhalgo, 


Last Wednesday morning Governor 
Greenhalge, accompanied by Colonel 
Cyrus A. Page of the Governor's Staff, 
an expert Gypsy Moth Detective, came 
out to Woburn to examine and, if pos 
sible, study up a speedy plan for the 
extermination of # big colony of Gypsy 
Moths which has settled on the west 
confines of our city near the Lexington 
line, on Lexington street, or in a tract 
of timber near to it. They were met 
at the railrond station by a member of 
the Governor’s Council, Hon. John M. 
Harlow of this city, with his family 
carringe, and taken by him to the scene 
of the Moth’s present destructive opera- 
tions. 

Near the Dobbins brick house, on 
Lexington st., the party were aug- 
mented by the arrival of Mr. Patrick 
H. Noyes, ex-member of the Woburn 
City Council, at present Special In- 
spector of the Gypsy Moth Commis- 
sion, or perhaps, the Gypsy Moth 
Department of the State Agricultural 
Commission, who piloted them to the 
scene of devastation. Here the party 
found about 25 acres of oak and other 
valuable trees that had been, earlier, de- 
nuded of their foliage by the Moth, but 
on which a second growth had ob- 
tained a fairly good start. (This lust 
statement contains food for reflection. 
We will hint at only one of its several 
thoughts: the ravages of the Gypsy 
Moth are not deadly ; the apparent in- 
jury which they inflict ou trees is only 
temporary; don’t they cost more than 
they come to?) 

The party, piloted as above stated, 
entered the timber and discovered many 
things of interest. For one thing: 
the Moths seemed to be an inoumer- 
able host, equalling, if not surpassing, 
the flight of Egyptian locuste; they 
were ompipresent; they were putting 
in some of their best work ; the females 
were laying eggs with alarming rapidity 
and stuffing the bark of the trees with 
them; they were in various stages of 
development; they were a sight to 
behold. 

The Journat failed to learn whether 
or not a definite line of campaign 
against the Moth was decided on by 
the Governor, except that enough was 
heard to warraut the statement that 
it was to be vigorously offensive. 
Special Inspector Noyes had a theory. 
It was based on a long experience with 
the enemy, and u profitable one to the 
Commonwealth. Col. Page did some 
strong, healthy thinking. Councillor 
Harlow acted the role, and did it ad: 
mirably, of spectator. 

At the close of « thorough examina- 
tion Councillor Harlow took the dis- 
tinguished party to the railroad station, 
beguiling the way with pleasant stories, 
and at 10.30 a.m. Governor Green- 
halge and Colonel Page left Woburn for 
Boston.

A Big Gift for New York, 

For several years past the Young 
Men’s Christian Association of the city 
of New York has desired to estublish a 
branch on the west side of the city, sit- 
uated within reach of young men re- 
siding in the section eust of Enghth 
avenue and south of Fifty-ninth street, 
and algo within reach of young men re- 
siding west of the park. ‘The 
means which (he association had toward 
founding such a branch was the bequest 
of the late William H. Vanderbilt, 
whioh, with accrued interest, amounted 
to $140,000. It was difficult to secure 
sufficient land in the locality desired 
within the means of the association, 
and it was without means for the 
erection of a building. ‘This desire of 
the association came to the knowledge 
of Mr. Samuel Inslee, who, entirely 
without solicitation from any source 
whatever, proposed that if the associa- 
tion would raise $200,000 in addition 
to the $140,000 already in hand, pur; 
chase lots and sign contracts for the 
erection of a building, he would deed 
to the association the property 545 
Broadway, twenty-five feet front run- 
ning through to Mercer street, valued 
at over $200,000. ‘Through the 
generosity of twenty-six of its friends, 
the association was envabled to meet 
the conditions expressed Ly Mr. Inslee, 
a plot of land 200 feet west of Highth 
avenue, seyenty-five feet fronton Filty- 
seventh street running through to 
Kifty-sixth street, was purchased for 
$165,000, contracts for the erection of 
the building were signed, and on July 
1 Mr. Inslee and his wile transfered to 
the assoviation the property 445 Broud 
way. ‘The property thus transtered is 
w six stury, iron front building, and 
the reutal of the premises after the 
payment of taxes, insurance and othe 
incidentul expenses, is to be used in 
perpetuity to assist in meeting the 
expenses of the work of the yarious 
branches, ‘Phe ground purchased by 
the qgsqciation will be occupied by two 
buildings, the one on Jilty-seventh 
street for the general work of the new 
brangh and the one on Wilty-sixth 
gireet for the library of the association 
and accommodation for 4 larger wark 
for boys than has been heretafore at- 
temped, ‘Phe two buildings, cam- 
plated, with the exception of furnish 
ing, will aggregate $200,000 more 
than the association bas secured up to 
this date. If the association finds 
twenty-six other equally generous 
friends as the givers of the first $200, 
000, the building will be opened free

PHILLIPS HELD ON. 


HE STAID WITH THE WHALE AND 
NOW IS WELL FIXED. 


The Thrilling Adventure of a Long Island 


Truck Farmer Who Has His Share of 
the Qualities Generally Credited to Rest- 


dents of Hia Part of the World, 

“A whaling story? Well, there’s 
man here named Phillips, a truck farm 
er, and of course a whaler, About cight 


a 


years ago he belonged to one of our boat | 


e¢rews. A big whale was sighted about 
three miles out, and the usual excite- 
ment occurred. Every man of a crew 
knows his place, and when the alarm is 
given he drops everything and makes for 
the beach. 

“So, at the first ery of ‘Whale!’ the 
barber left his half shaved man in the 
chair, the man driving out of town drove 
back again, the storekeeper deserted his 
customers, and everybody ran. 

“This truck farmer happened to be 
trimming some trees, and had no coat 
on, though it was a pretty cold day, He 
ran down the road in his shirt sleeves, 
knife in hand, just as he was, If a mem- 
ber of a crew isn't there, you see, a yol- 
unteer will get his place, aml if the 
whale is killed, also his share of the pro- 
ceeds. Phillips got there. The boats 
were manned—the oars, harpoons, lances, 
ete., are always kept right there under 
the boats for such an emergency—and 
with the general help got safely through 
the combers that were rolling in from a 
pretty stiff sea. 

“Now, there’s always a rivalry be- 
tween whalemen as to getting in the 
first iron. The two crews were pretty 
evenly matched and reached the whale 
about the same time, taking either side, 
the whale’s nose being toward shore, It 
is a trick they play on «# whale, you see. 
He just lies there, looking from one to 
the other, as if wondering which he'd 
tackle or which was liable to tackle 
him. The bowman who was to throw 
the harpoon was as much excited in one 
boat as in the other, Both threw at 
once, and both fell short—yes, and both 
boats were swamped at exactly the same 
moment. The whale was so surprised 
to see everything suddenly disappear on 
both sides of him that he never stirred. 
It was a nasty situation. 

‘Phillips was thrown out of the boat 
right up against the side of the mon- 
ster. Phillips was excited, and being a 
truck farmer from Long Island, hated 
to go ont three miles and get only a 
wetting. He had the pruning knife in 
his overalls, and while every other man 
was trying to right the boats he drew 
this knife and struck the whale a terri- 
ble blow just back of his left flipper and 
killed it. 

“Yes, that single blow killed it, but 
a whale never dies right away when he 
gets a death blow. Phillips didn’t want 
to lose his knife, and he could not pull 
it out. While he was hanging on to it 
the whale dived to the bottom of the 
ocean, taking Phillips along with it. 
You never heard of a Long Islander let- 
ting go of anything voluntarily that had 
money in it, so Phillips held on. The 
whale soon came to the surface, or else 
the man would have been drowned, and 
as soon as he came up he made for the 
open sea, dragging Phillips alongside. 

“The whale never stopped until he 
got ten miles out, where he rolled over 
on his side, as dead as a salted mackerel. 
Now, Phillips was sticking on the star- 
board side, you see, and when the whale 
rolled over the other way it brought the 
truck farmer on the upper side, and on 
a moderately firm footing. To be sure 
of not slipping off, he took off his sus 
penders and tied himself to his knife, 
still fast behind the starboard fin, and 
then went to sleep. 

‘“‘Well, sir, a ship came along and 
found the man there asleep on top of the 
whale. The skipper hailed Phillips and 
woke him up. 

‘**What're ye doing there?’ he says. 

4* ‘Sleeping,’ says Phillips. ‘D'ye 
want to buy a whale?’ 

“The skipper was a Yankee and saw 
that there wis money in this job, so he 
offered to rescue the truck farmer and 
take him back to Southampton for noth- 
ing for whatever interest he had in the 
whale. 

‘**Not a cent less than $250 will puy 
me off,’’ said Phillips. 

«Then stay on,’ said the’ skipper, 


and he squared braces and sailed away, |

The Use of Peat, 

The peat bed is the embryo coal. 
fleld, If peat beds could remain un- 
disturbed, they would in time be 
transformed into mineral coal, They 
are composed of the roots of plants 
which grow very rapidly, interlacing 
and matting themselves until they 
aro almost like a solid mass. These 
roots die out below, but the top lay- 
ers are the crowns from which the 
new growth springs every year, 
Naturally, when they have remained 
for a long time unmolasted, the lay- 
er of roots becomes enormously 
thick. Peat is used in almost all of 
the countries of Europe for fugl. Re- 
cent investigations by the depart- 
ment of state assure us that the cul- 
tivation of this plant and its utiliza. 
tion would pe of the greatest advan- 
tage to the poor who have to depend 
upon coal for heating purposes. 
When peat is dug by those who un- 
derstand its value, the top lgyer is 
taken off and carefully put aside. 
The root growth is then cut out, 
and the sod is replaced and pressed 
down to be ready for growth the 
next season. 

It is often the case that under the 
top layers there will be found a 
quantity of root stalks, leaves and 
sometimes trunks of trees. This be- 
comes quite solid and is called peat 
fiber. Below this there is a black, 
pitchy compound that in some in. 
stances, when it has long been in 
position, may be cut smoothly, show- 
ing a surface almost like wax. This 
is the most valuable part of the peat 
and gives out a tremendous heat and 
a good deal of black smoke. Peat 
bogs must be drained and carefully 
managed in order to yield the best 
results. Peafis cut out in blocks and 
is sometimes pressed or molded inta 
shape.—New York Ledger. 


A Sea Monster of the Olden Time. 

Is it true that our ram battleships 
are butold inventions in new forms? 
It looks like it. Some one has un. 
earthed a curious announcement 
which appeared in The Mercurius 
Politicus for Dec. 6, 1653@that is, 
240 years ago—to the effect. as stat 
ed by the Dundee Advertiser, that 
“the famous monster culled a ship, 
built at Rotterdam by a French en. 
gineer, is now launched.’ In a de. 
scription of the vessel its capabili- 
ties are thus detailed: 

““(1) To sail by means of certain 
instruments and wheels (without 
masts and sails) asswift as the moon 
or at least 80 miles every hour. (2) 
Both ends are made alike, and the 
ship can be stopped at pleasure and 
turned as easily as a bird can turn. 
(3) In time of war it can, with one 
bounce, make a hole under water in 
the greatest man-of-war as big asa 
table, and in an hour's time will be 
able to sink 15 or 16 ships, and in 
three or four hours will destroy a 
whole fleet. (4) She will be ablo to 
go to the East Indies and back again 
in eight or nine weeks, (5) She may 
be used to kill whales in Greenland, 
so that 100 ships may be laden in 14 
days. (6) Sho may be used to break 
down any pier or wooden work with 
groat case.” 

A wonderful ‘‘monster”’ this must 
have been. What, one is curious to 
know, was her fate?

To tHe Wonurn JourNaL: 


With the exodus of July comes the 
annual departure of the Wobegons ; this 
year was no exception, for on Saturday 
lust nine members of the Wobegon 
Camping Association embarked for 
Bridgewater via Hooksett, Squashville, 
and way stations comprising various

Brumaire, a cowmittee of the Ancients | 


was in session, minutely perfecting their 
plans. Next morning at 7 the faithful 
majority, having been snmmoned ic- 
cording to form, conyened as the coun- 
cil, for the doubtful members had ei- 
ther not been summoned at all or had 
received notice of a later hour, As soon 
as a quorum Was present, Cornet, a well 
known butt for the wits, rose and de- 
nounced the terrible conspiracy which 
was menacing them. Regnier then 
moyed that, according to articles 102, 
108 and 104 of the constitution, both 
branches of the legislature should meet 
next day at noon, and not before, in the 
palace of St. Cloud; that General Bona- 
parte should be intrusted with the exe- 
cution of their decree, and 
end he be appointed commander of the 
Paris garrison, of their own 


he therefore appear and take the oath, 


and that these resolutions be duly com- | 


municated to the directory, to the five 
hundred, and also to the public by 
printed proclamation. The motion was 
carried unanimously. 

During these proceedings al] the gen- 
erals present in Paris except Jourdan 
and Augereau, who had not been invit- 
ed, but including the stanch republican 


Lefebre, commander of the garrison, had | 


gathered in and before Bonaparte's 
house. They had been requested to come 
in uniform in order to arrange for a re- 
view. It was noticed that Bernadotte, 
though present, was not inuniform. He 
had so far yielded to the blandishments 
of his brother-in-law as to come, but de- 


clared that he would obey only what | 


was at that moment the chief authority 
in the state. Lefebre was in uniform, 
but having met on the way bodies of 
troops moving without his orders, and 
not being initiated, he was naturally 
startled. But Bonaparte knew his man. 

“Would you, a supporter of the re- 
public, leave it to perish in the hands 
of these lawyers?’’ was his greeting. 
‘*See, here is the sword I carried at the 
Pyramids. I give it to you as a mark of 
my esteem und confidence."’ 

‘‘Let us throw the lawyers into the 
river,’’ came the expected answer. 

A few moments later arrived the au- 
thoritative summons from the Ancients, 
Bonaparte stepped out on the porch and 
read their proceedings alond. By a unit- 
ed impulse the officers flonrished their 
swords in response. It was but an in- 
stant before they were mounted, and 
with Bonaparte in front the cavalcade, 
headed by men either already famous or 
destined to become so—Macdonald, Se- 
rurier, Murat, Lannes, Andreossy, Ber- 
thier and Lefebre—proceeded to the 
counci] chamber.

I swear it in my own name and in that 
of my brethren in arms!'’ ‘'We swear 
it!’’ was the antiphonal response of the 
assombled generals. Some one indis- 
creetly suggested that Bonaparte had 
sworn, but not the oath of allegiance to 
the constitution seqnired by their pre- 
vious action, but the president hurriedly 
declared all farther proceedings ont of 
order, the assembly peyiog adjourned

THE AURCRA BCHEALIS. 


| Curiosities of the }ingular Red Lights In 
the Northern Skies, 

The ancients viewed the aurora bore- 
|alis with superstitious awe, looking 
| upon it as an omen of direful disaster, 
| It is not unusual for descriptions of old 
| time battles to mention the fact that 
the ‘‘curious red ‘northern lights’ gave 
us Warning that something awful was | 
about to happyn.’’ In the annals of | 
Clan-Mac-Noise is to be found an ac- 
count of a purple aurora, which lighted 
up the northern skies in the year 688 
A. D. on the night preceding the dread- 
ful battle fought by the Irish tribes of 
Leinster and Munster, and it is not nec- 
essary to mention the Tact that the peo- 
ple took it as an omen of the great 
slaughter which soon followed. 

In the year 1859 the people of Amer- 
| ica witnessed some of the grandest dis- 
plays of the auroral light that have ever 
been known in the history of the world. 
During the month of September, that 
year, particularly upon the nights of the 
2d, 8d and 29th, brilliant auroras were 
| reported from nearly every point on the 
| American continent. Superstitious peo- 

ple like those of Ireland hundreds of 
years ago believe until this day that the 
peculiar appearance of the sky upon the 
nights mentioned was a presage of the 
| great conflict which was so soon to be | 
waged between the north and south. | 
The cause of the aurora has long been | 


| a matter of speculation. M. de la Rive, 
| a Genoese scientist, who has long and 
| faithfuly labored for the enlightenment 
|

of humanity upon this subject, made an 

interesting experiment in Finland in 
| the year 1882 and one which goes a long 
way toward proving that ‘‘fitful aurora’ 
is a phenomenon of electrical character. 

The experiment is best described in 
the language of the experimenter him- 
| self: ‘*We surrounded the peak of 9 

mountain with copper wire, pointed at 
intervals with tin nibs, We next heavi- | 
ly charged the wire with electricity, and 
afterward nearly every pight during | 
our stay had the pleasure of seeing yel- 
lowish white light dance from nib to 
nib, in which the spectroscope analysis 
exhibited the greenish yellow rays so | 
characteristic of the nurora borealis. At 
Pietarintumturi we were especially fa- | 
yored in making our experiment, havy- 
ing on two different occnsions caused 
an auroral arch to appear as if hanging 
in the air directly over our wires and 
about 150 rods aboye them," —- dt.

We find Israel 
in this lesson about where we saw them 
jn the last lesson, but it ts 88 years later 
inthe story. Hundreds of thousands have 
died in the wilderness, and a new genera. 
tion has grown up, yet of those 88 years of 
wanderings because of their unbelief we 
know scarcely anything. They were out 
of fellowship, and it was Jost time. We 
are romninded of the 13 years of Abrain’s 
life of whieh we Know nothing (Gen, xvi, 
16; xvii, 1), and of the lost time of the 
Nazarite (Num, vi, 12). When we are out 
of fellowship with God through unbelief 
or worldliness, the time is lost. We are 
reminded that the journey of life is often 
a weary one tothe flesh, but if we are in 
Christ, who is ‘the way” (John xiv, 6), and 
will continually ‘‘consider Him’’ and 
‘Jook unto Him’'' (Heb. xil, 2, 8), we will 
be greatly helped and strengthened and 
will not be discouraged, even though our 
own relations turn against us. Think of 
the brother of Abel, the brethren of Joseph 
and of David, and even the brethren of Je- 
sus did not at one time believe in Him 
(John vii, 5).

Whey this combination tongue and 
| mouth is unfolded ready for business, 1t 
| spreads cut, dividing into two fiat 
| leaves, which are planted smoothly and 
| evenly over the surface from which the 
| Jittle insect hopes to extract a meal. 
| Bhould the surface prove dry or un- 
| yielding, the fly isequal tothe emer- 
| gency, and by a muscular feat he im- 
| mediately changes his smocth, soft, 
| Jeaflike tongue into a rasp which works 
| with lightning rapidity over the lump 
| of sugar or other substance, the particles 
| thus dislodged being quickly sucked in- 

to the stomach. In case the meal is a 
| liquid one the mouth and tongue com- 

bine to make an excellent pump for 

transferring the food to the place where 
| it will do the most good.—St. Louis

Quick Work, 

“To look at a railway locomotive one 
would scarcely think that by any pos- 
sibility it could be put together in less 
than one day,’’ remarked Thomas G. 
Bick of Montreal, ‘‘yet that astonishing 
feat was accomplished not long ago in 
England, the work occupying less than 
10 hours from the driving of the first 
rivet to the application of the final coat 
of varnish. The start was made at 9 
o’clock in the morning, and 11 minutes 
afterward the first rivet was put into 
the frames. The cylinders were set and 
fixed in 1 hour and 17 minutes. Four 
hours and 17 minutes from the start the 
boiler was in place, and 1 hour and 20 
minutes later the engine was wheeled, 
The wheels were supplied just as they 
left the shops, and the eccentric sheaves 
had to be fixed and the axle boxes, con- 
necting rod and coupling rod brasses 
fitted by the erectors. Eight hours and 
22 minutes from the start the valve set- 
ting was completed, and the painting of 
the engine was begun 15 minutes later. 
In 9 hours and 47 minutes from the 
Start the engine and tender were com- 
pleted in every detail. One hundred and 
thirty-seven men were engaged in the 
work. The locomotive was put into reg- 
ular service on the day it was completed 
and has been running continuously ever 
since. ’’—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

On the Roof of the World. 


Ronervat, Lake St. Jous, P. Q, 
August 10, 1895. 

Few people are aware of what modern 
science has established as a fact; that this 
region is the first land in the world to rise 
from the ocean after God said *'Let there be 
light,” and “let the dry land appear.” 

In coming to this place from Quebec on 
the Quebee and Lake St. John RR. 190 
miles, the route is over the Laurentain 
Range of Mountains, and at the heighth of 
land, 126 miles from Quebec, the point is 
reached which first parted the waves of the 
ocean, and waa followed by this, the most 
ancient range on the globe; in fact it is the 
Ridgepole of Creation, and the roof of the 
world. Here you find the cryptozoon, the 
mollusk, and other fossil shells embedded 
in the first water line of the earth. The 
deposity are immense, and are picked up 
anywhere. ‘The same remains are found on 
the Highlands of the Hudson, and living 
mollusks are now found in the Greenlandic 
seas. ‘To stand on the first land on which 
the dawning light of the firat morn of crea- 
tion shone is quite inspiring, but it is a 
wildernesa in which the bear, caribou, 
moose and loup de cervier still roam, ana 
the modern [ron Horse snorts, as he tears 
through the first formation on his way to 
Lac St. John, the ‘Great Inland Sea of 
Canada.” 

It is here at Roberval on the northwest 
edge of the lake that the tourist arrives at 
the last of civilization, and confronts that 
vast territory, reaching from the Atlantic 
ocean on the east, and whose western boun- 
dary is anywhere you choose, even the 
Pacific. 

We are within 400 miles of Hudson's 
Bay; the country has not even been ex- 
plored, e<cept by Indians, only a short dis- 
tanee inland. The Montagnais have a vil- 
lage here. There is also a Hudson's Bay 
Company’s post where the Red Skins who 
hunt and trap in the coyntry to the north, 
come in the spring to sell their furs which 
are shipped to England. 

These Indians start in squade about 
August lst, and by September Ist they are 
all gone, men, squaws and pappooses. They 
hunt and trap as tar north as Hudson’s Bay, 
and about June Ist return to theim village 
here forthe summer. When they get to 
their winter quarters they pitch a canvas 
tent, pile up around it, even to the top, a 
lot of evergreen boughs, then cover all up 
with enow, which stays till spring. Inside 
they have a sheet-iron stoye which keeps 
them warm, They have Bskimo dogs which 
are flerce and dangerous to strangers, of 
which we saw several, such as have been 
exhibited in Boston. Occasionally, as they 
informed me, they fight with the Eskemo. 

The present number of thie tribe is 417; 
but other tribes live near here aod go north 
in winter likewise. 

Your correspondent at the Hudson's Bay 
Co's Post, got up a shooting match among 
the Indians with bows and arrows; but they 
insisted that he should be on one side, and 
he was putinto the ranks, but he is too 
modest to tell what his success was, only to 
say that they pronounced him ‘'a good 
injun, and long bow chief.” 

The bows they use are powerful enough 
}to kill animals, if the pointed arrows are 
used, and require considerable strength to 


j draw well, 


Thie lake is nearly round, and 85 miles 
in circumference, 18 rivers flow into it, 10 
of which are quite lerge; one is 400 miles, 
another 300 long. This immenge body of 
water goes out at Le Grande Decharge,; and 
after rushing 40 miles over a rocky bed, 
forming a series of tremendous rapids, at 
Chicontimi (Chee-con-te-me) forma the 
Saguenay Kiver, which flowing through an 
enormous chasm made in remote ages by 
the splitting open of a range of mountains 
in some great convulsion of Nature, furn- 
ishee the most awe inspiring and celebrated 
scenery east of the Rocky Mountains, 

All sorts of game gre here, all around the 
lake, except just about ie Jittle village 
The moose, bear, caribou, beaver, mink, 
and others are common. ‘The lakes fairly 
swarin with Dore, Muscalonge, Ouananiche, 
(an Indian name pronounced Wa-na-nish, 
meaning Little Salmon), and many others. 
Take St. John is peculiarly their haunt. 
All other fish are tame to the sportsman 
when he kee encountered the Ouananiche. 
He fights you frous the start. His spring is 
surprising. Now he is in dye depths, in an 
instant he is 2or% feet out of’ water; the 
strongest rods bend and break under his 
| splendid resistance, and when at last he 
yields to the superior power of man, and is 
laid out on the grass, what a beautiful sight 
His form 
is symmetrical; his sides a silvery white, 
with pink and blyejsh tints which come and 
go. There are numerous brownish spots 
which add to his beauty, and when the 
colors are fresh, nothing can beat him for a 
picture, but they fade soon. 

To my mind, he is better for table than 
the brook trout, as he is fully as delicate, 
with # iiitie more point to the flavor; and 
finer than the egloon, because the rich, 
strong taste is subdued just to the right 
degree to make it perfect. He je a land- 
locked salmon found only here and never 
sees the sea,

On Cape Trinity at an elevation of 800 
feet, on a orojecting point facing the river, 
is a statue of the Virgin 33 feet high, which 
trom the water looks of ordinary size. This 
statue was erected by a wealthy citizen of 
Montreal in gratitude to the Virgin for his 
miraculous recovery from a supposed fatal 
illness through her intercession, so it is said; 
and there she las stood for 12 years and no 
doubt she will stand for a long time looking 
out over the mysterious ‘iver of Death,” 
the protector of all those who trust them- 
selves to sail within its fearful walls over 
water 2000 feet deep, with scarcely a spot 
where a landing could be made in case of 
accident; and it is affirmed that since this 
statue was erected not a lite las been lost, 
or an accident has happened, which is said 
is owing to her protecting power, 

Where the Saguenay empties into the St. 
Lawrence itis 200 feet deeper than the St. 
Lawrence and the place of the ‘*Meeting of 
the Waters” is assharply defined as the 
edge of a plank would make it, while the 
“Dark Mysterious River” pouring out the 
waters of the lakes of the North; and the 
‘Great Eastern Father of Waters” carrying 
the overflow of the greatest chain of the 
largest lakes on the Earth, make a river 22 
miles wide at their confluence, forming a 
moving sea which runa 150 miles till when 
its width is }00 it empties into the Atlantic 
Ocean, where itis lost like a bycket of 
water poured into Lake [onitou in Woburn, 
and which after becoming a part of the cur- 
rents flowing to the Equator is taken up by 
the “GreatPump ofthe Universe” and re- 
turned in the shape of rain to the northern 
regions to go over the same circulation to 
the end of time. 

For untold years before the coming of 
the white man all the country was the scene 
of [ndinn wars, and the ‘Doom of the 
Mamelons’” js tojg by the huge hills or 
mounds atthe north of the Buguenay, which 
one day under the explorations of science 
may perhaps disclose the secrets of a wonder- 
ful people now hidden in these huge piles. 

Cuconna, the beautiful, the Newport of 
Canada, lies nearly opposite the mouth of 
the Saguenay with the finest views beyond 
the river and as I siton the elevated veranda 
of the St. Lawrence Hall and look at the 
Saguenay “opposite and the Laurentian 
Mountains on the distant fiorigon trom which 
we have just come, I think of the time 
when the first land ofthe globe emerged 
from the ocean near hear; when Roberval 
explored the wilderness and died an un- 
known death; when Juques Cartier came 
up the St. Lawrence stopped at Todousac 
ang getup the cross in 1647; when Bigot 
built the Tirst hojee ip the country north of 
Quebec 200 years ago; and think of the 
me when right here was a tropical country 
and of the probable fact that people have 
lived, died and yiven place to still others 
over and over again in this mysterious land 
since the Laurentian Peaks rose from the 
sea, and which have for untold centuries 
looked gown silent spectators of these 
changes a theriwelyes finally lost in the 
wreck of allthings. I then turn to the 
brilliant scene where the summer loungers 
dance, revel and have their little play of 
life in this delighttul spot without even 
thinking that they are dancing o'er the 
graves of nations op the Roof of the World,

The working of the society is very 
simple; and its object. briefly put, is 
to provide annuities for such of its 
members as shall haye become phiysi- 
cally or mentally incapaciated for 
school work, and to retire on annuities | 
members who have taught thirty-five | 
yeurs, if they desire so todo. Persons 
other than active teachers are invited 
to become Honorary members on pay- 
nent of at least teu dollars, 

The annuity shall equal sixty per 
cent of the salary received at the time 
of retirement (or a pro rata share of 
such money as is available), but in no 
case is it to exceed $600. An annuity 
fund is provided by an initiation fee 
(83,), a yearly assessment of 1 per 
cent of the salary of each member, 
and by interest money on donations, 
contributions, legacies, &c. No officer 
of the Guild has as yet received any 
salary ; nor, according to the by-laws, 
can any compensation ever be paid to 
any officers saving only the Recording 
and Financial Secretaries. A perma- 
nent fund of $60,000 is to be es- 
tablished as soon as may be. ‘This 
fund is invested in securities authorized 
by the laws of the Commonwealth, 
only with the approval of a Financial 
Advisory Board of three business men. 
These at present are ex-Mayor Hall, 
of Cambridge; Mayor Hodgkins, of 
Somerville; and ex-Mayor Hyde, of 
Newton. ‘The Guild has now between 
1000 and 1100 members, Its perma- 
vent fund is at present $10,000, in- 
vested in firstclass mortgages, but the 
members desire to raise an additioral 
$40,000 before next April, in order 
that annuities in full may be paid to 


those then or thereafter entitled to 
them. The quota of the Woburn 
teachers is about $900. ‘They are 


devising projects to afford the Woburn 
public both pleasure and profit in returo 
for legal tender. 

That education is the cornerstone 
of our form of government is a belief 
handed down from the fathers of this 
vation. ‘That seven-eighths of our 
youth are trained for intelligent and 
useful citizenship largely in the Public 
School is beyond dispute. The major 
factor in the Public School is an alert, 
enthusiastic, and intelligent corps of 
teachers which, relieved of all petty 
and unnecessary anxiety for the future, 
is free to impart the uccumulated stores 
of wisdom and of experience of the 
race. The ambitious teacher would 
gladly meet modern demands and en- 
rich, quicken and humanize his instruc- 
tion by seeking the latest and best 
truits of modern research and scholar- 
ship. The community can, therefore, 
uot fail to see the advantage which will 
accure to it by enhancing the dignity 
und the ease of mind of such an im- 
portant public servant iu this republic 
as the public school teacher. 

The Woburn members of the 
Teachers’ Guild feel confident that 
they have only to make known their 
efforts to assure their own financial 
future to receive from an ever-generous 
public ready sympathy and substantial 
help.

A VENETIAN PALACE. 


ROBERT BARRETT BROWNING’S BEAU- 
TIFUL HOUSE, 


A Building Filled With Memories and 


Itelica of Two Poeta Dear to Thousands, 
The Owner Regards All Visitors as His 
Guests and te Unustally Kind. 


On the Grand canal at Venice there is 
a singularly interesting group of build- 
ings. First, at the corner of the small 
chnal which every tourist traverses on 
his way to and from the station is the 
great red pile known as the Palazzo Fos- 
eari, It is now used as a sort of business 
college, and young Venetians 
bookkeeping in the banquet halls of the 
old doge. Next to it are two gray and 
ancient buildings, leaning against each 
other and the Foscari for support. They 
form one of the Gustiniani palaces and 
harbor a mosaic factory. Beyond is a 
solid and rather gloomy looking build- 
ing somewhat aloof from the neighbors 
and with a broad semicireulagflight of 
steps leading from the pillared entrance 
down into the water of the Gyand canal. 
The posts outside for the conVenience of 
the gondolas are painted a dull brown in 
contrast with the blue and white posts 
of the other palaces. High iron gates 
close the entrance, 

The first trip you make on the watery 
highway of Venice your curiosity will 
be satisfied in regard to this palace, if 
on no other point, for every gondolier 
knows the Browning palace. Get him to 
poke the nose of his gondolas between 
those brown posts, and if the custodian 
is not in sight ring the bell beside the 
iron gates. A rather crabbed looking 
miun will let you in, and with a gruff- 
ness which is only, as it were™skin deep 
tell you to go through the court and up 
the broad staircase at the rear. 

In the court you will find a bronze 
statue of a beautiful woman, about 
whose nude body a serpent has coiled its 
folds. She holds its head to her bosom 
and looks at it with a strange fondness. 
If you like speculation, you will begin 
to wonder what manner of man it is 
who modeled this figure, and you will 
climb the staircase with more than ever 
of anticipation, for the sculptor is Rob- 
ert Barrett Browning, the sole heir to 
the names of two great poets and the 
master of the house you have come to 
Bee. 
At the top of the broad stairs the cns- 
todian will be waiting for you at the 
doors leading into a great hall with a 
high frescoed ceiling by Tiepolo and a 
polished wood floor. If you areas young 
us itis to be hoped you are, you will 
take an experimental whirl across this 
shining expanse while the custodian’s 
back is turned.

In one corner is the small writ- 
ing desk she used, and near it is the 
bust of her husband. In a small alcove 
is a reproduction of a memorial tablet 
in Florence. 

One is surprised to find how livable this 
big palace has been made. In the first 
place, the owner in addition to the kind- 
ness of permitting people to visit the 
house has added the courtesy of regard- 
ing them as probably honest. Most 
“show’’ houses are scrupulously swept 
and garnished of everything which 
makes them homelike and real. They 
contain # barren array of chairs, tables, 
aud so on, but that is all. Mr, Brown 
ing has been kinder to the visitors, 
whom he evidently regards as in a way 
his guests. There are books on the table, 
there is music on the rack in the music 
room, and there are interesting photo- 
graphs of his father and mother. He 
makes you feel as if he understood why 
you came and was glad. You look at his 
own photograph with a kindly interest 
and are not sorry, after all, that he has 
a palace, and that Emma Eames came 
and sang to him. 

He is, as shown by this photograph, a 
man of 80 or 85, with dark hair, which 
in your present kindly mood you regret 
tosee so thin on top. He has a dark 
mustache und seems a well built fellow, 
quite as capable of riding across country 
as of painting the pictd@res and model- 
ing the statues with which the adjoin- 
ing hall is filled. 

The dining room, looking out on the 
canal, has a fine big fireplace, lined 
with polished brass. You long to see 
how the light would dance in it. The 
butler’s pantry adjoining is as large as 
the dining room itself, and the walls 
are covered with row after row of polish 
ed china and glass. The library is being 
{made over to suit this fastidious young 
Iman and will be most attractive with 
Ithe old carved pillars and woodwork he 
has picked up, he knows where. The 
floor above is occupied by bedrooms, 
‘while the ground floor is the home of 
the custodian, the ‘‘boathouse,’’ and 
general storeroom.—Venice Cor. New

THE ASSAULT ON ACRE. | 


A Defeat Which Shattered Bonaparte’s 
Dream of Oriental Conquest. 


From earliest times Acre had been 
the key of Palestine. If Bonaparte 
should secure it, he would become 
the arbiter of his own destiny and 
of the world’s. With Palestine, 
Egypt and India at his feet, the tri- 
continental monarchy of his dreams 
was realizable, or else, in the same 
case, he could return to Paris with 
Jaurels unknown since the crusades 
and put the copestone on the nearly 
completed structure of military dom 
ination in France and Europe. ‘To 
the end of his days ho imagined, or 
represented himself as imagining, 
that he would have altered the 
world’s career by choosing the part 
of oriental conqueror. We may call 
these notions dreams, or fancies, or 
visions, or what we will; they were 
true conceptions in themselves, al 
though it is uot likely that Wngland 
would have been conquered in the 


and curtain, but the storming party 
Was repulsed, and the men in the 
tower, though they held # for two 
days, were finally reduced in 
numbers that they succumbed, This 
exasperated the French soldiers in- 
tensely. For the first two weeks in 
May there was searcely a break in 
the of assaults. The 
fierce glos which occurred in 
the breaches, on the barricades, even 
in the streets, to which the French 
once or twice penetrated, resulted 
in an appalling of life, but 
neither party quailed. Before long 
& pestilence broke out in the French 
camp, and the hospitals established 
at Yafa and elsewhere were crowded 
with sick and dying. 

On May 7 Kleber’s division was 
called in for a conclusive onslaught, 
and in the face of a double fire from 
Sir Sidney Smith’s cannon and the 
suns on the walls both the first and 
second works were scaled and taken, 
All was in vain. Every house rained 
bullets from embrasures made for 
the purpose, and the entering col- 
umns retreated on the very threshold 
of their goal, Three days later a 
second equally desperate attempt 
likewise failed. In all, the siege 
lasted 62 days, the French assaulted 
10 times, and 26 sallies were made 
by the garrison, while 4,000 soldiers 
and four good generals from his 
splendid army were the sacrifice of 
human life which Bonaparte offered 
at Acre to his ambition. Finally, 
the squadron from Constantinople 
having arrived safely, news came 
that another was fitting out at 
Rhodes to retake Egypt itself. Noth- 
ing was left but to retreat, and on 
the 17th the siege was abandoned. 
The retreat began on the 20th. At 
Yafa Bonaparte passed through the 
hospital wards, calling out in a loud 
voice: *‘The Turks will be here ina 
few hours. Whoever feels strong 
enough let him rise and follow us,” 
—Professor W. M. Sloane's “‘ Life of 
Napoleon”’ in Century.

EYVEGLASSeS FOR NEW YORKERS. 


The Costly Geulist, Cheaper Optician and 
Cheapest Corner Stand. 

Opticians crowd this town almost as 
they crowd Boston, You may count six 
or eight in two blocks of East Twenty- 
third street, and there are scores up and 
down Broadway, while dry goods shops 
and corner stands sell eyeglasses to those 
that will buy. It costs from 75 cents to 
nearly us many dollars to be fitted with 
w first pair of eyeglasses. Those that go 
to the oculist for a prescription as pre- 
liminary to putting on glasses must pay 
him from $10 %o $25, or if the eyes need 
treatment from $25 to $100, according 
to the nature and length of the treat: 
ment and the accustomed charges of the 
oculist. 

When the patient is ready to buy his 
glasses, he takes the prescription of the 
oculist to an optician and orders them. 
Being made to order especially for the 
patient, they may cost anywhere from 
$2.50 to $15. Persons with complicated 
disorders of the eye really wear from 
two to five pairs of glasses in one. Some 
prescriptions call for two separate pairs, 
and no prudent man is content to have 
only one pair of glasses by him, since 
the loss of his single pair may mean the 
loss of a day's work or considerable in- 
jury to the eyes. 

The most careful opticians refuse to 
examine the eyes of persons that come 
after eyeglasses, perhaps because the ocu- 
lists do not send patients with prescrip- 
tions to opticians that undertake to per- 
form the work of the oculist. The most 
expensive Way to purchase glasses is 
through the oculist and the optician. 
Some very careful persons always visit 
an ocnulist before making a change in the 
power of their glasses, Others simply go 
on increasing the strength as need seems 
to direct. I isa good deal cheaper to 
buy of the oculist-optician, and some 
persons believe it to be quite as safe as 
the more expensive method. It is entire- 
ly probable that for ordinary conditions 
of the eye the oculist-optician serves 
well enough. Most persons that do not 
guess at their own needs in the matter 
of glasses either go toan oculist-optician 
and have him fit them out at from $2.50 
to $15 or consult a friend, This last is 
the cheapest method, and it is a favorite 
one with thousands. The friend, who 
wears glasses, learns that the other is 
having some difficulty of sight and offers 
his own glasses on trial. If they seem to 
serve the need, the borrower goes to an 
optician or some other dealer in eye- 
glasses and gets a like pair, He thus 
saves the fee of the oculist or that of the 
oculist-optician. 

Many persous buy eyeglasses of the 
dry goods shops. They sell them at from 
50 cents to $1, and they look just lik: 
those that the opticians sell for $2.50. 
They are perhaps as safe for those whose 
affections of the eyes are not complicat- 
ed, but they do not last so long as those 
of the opticians. They break at the de) 
icate joints. The frames, if they have 
any, are brittle, and the tiny screws are 
weak or are putin so badly that they 
crack the lenses. The dry goods shops, 
however, cannot compete with the cor- 
ner stands for the trade of a great many 
persons. There are plenty of old fellows 
that have been buying their glasses for 
almost nothing at corner stands any 
time these 40 years. They never spent 
a penny on oculists, und they despise 
opticians. The fact is that 
the eye has grown up since they began 
to use glasses, and having started with- 
out its aid they keep on in like fashion. 
It is only because they are not troubled 
with complicated affections of the eyes 
that they ure able to preserve their 
sight in defiance of the modern special- 
ist. —Now York Sun.

HE WOULD LIE DOWN, 


THE DEAGCON'S EIGHT YEARS’ STRUG- 
GLE WITH OLD BILLY, 


For a Time the Strange Performance In- 
terested All Storkville Contre; Thon Only 
Strangers Paid Attention to It—A Flood 
Ended the Contest. 


"Deacon Pengvin,’’ said Colonel Cal- 
liper, ‘had a farm on the outskirts of 
Storkville Centre, Vt.

horse’s weight the interest was some- 
thing tremendous. Slowly but surely he 
raised the big gray horse until he had 
him on his feet again.

The deacon unhooked the tackle and car- 
ried it back and put it under the seat 
again, and then he took down the der- 
rick and stowed it in the wagon. 

‘But the next day the same perform- 
ance was all gone through with again.

sensations that I recall. Herethe amp) 
breadth of the stream diminishes the 
force of the current, and the Danube 
passes majestically under the two im- 
posing bridges, which hide its course 
where it bends far below beyond the 
town with tho dimensidns and the ap- 
pearance of a stream opening out into 
the sea. In front frowns the ancient and 
lofty fortress of Buda, which formerly 
held Hungary abject and trembling un- 
der its cannon, and the burg, formerly 
imperial, where watched the implacable 
eye of the conqueror. Both fortress and 
burg, however, are to disappear forever. 

A new royal chateau is going up near 
by, which will take the place of the old 
yellow bariucks, which serve now as a 
dwelling for the king of Hungary in 
this capital, finally recovered from the 
age long domination of Austria. Below 
the life of the river is uncensing, and 
the whole warm, brilliant, animated 
picture is most enlivening. Budapest 
—the very word names an idea which is 
big with the future. It is synonymous 
with restored liberty, unfolding now at 
each forward step; it isthe future open- 
ing up before a growing people. Whole 
districts of the capital will one day be 
rebuilt and reappear under a fresh as 
pect, and this immenso meeting point 
between the east and the west adds 
daily to its power and its attractions. — 
Nineteenth Century. 

Electric Treatment of Plants. 

About 80 years ago an ingenious phy- 
sician of an inquiring turn of mind was 
struck with the idea that if electricity 
was good for feeble people it might 
be equally good for feeble pYants. A 
row of evergreens had been put out on 
his grounds some time before, and it oc- 
curred to him that as there were a couple 
of his best trees in an exceedingly frail 
state of health here was a gogd chance 
to test his theory.

These experiments in this di- 
rection Came to an end by the death of 
the doctor, and thus much that might 
have been of great service tothe garden- 
er and the florist remained undeveloped, 
Who will enter the field and give us ac- 
curate, simple and = casily managed 
methods of growing plants by electrici- 
ty?—New York Ledger.

Commentary 


8. “Tear, therefore, O Israel, and observe 
to do it, that it may be well withthee * * 
* inthe Jand that floweth with inilk and 
honey.’’ Compare yorse 18 and chapter ¥, 29, 
88, on obedience in order to blessing. Then 
800 V1, 25, ‘Tt shall be our righteousness if 
we observe to do all these commandments 
before the Lord our God.'' We must re 
momber that God gaye them no conimand. 
ments to heep until He had redeemed them 
from Exypt by the blood of the passover 
lamb and by His mighty power, The sin- 
her must accept Christ as the end of the 
law for righteousness (Rom. x, 4) before 
the righteousness of the law can be ful- 
filled in Him (Rom, vill, 8, 4). On hear- 
ing and doing compare also Math, vil, 24. 
27; Jas. 1, 22; 1 John ili, 7; Rev. xix, 8, 
R. V. 

4. “Hear, O Tsracl, the Lord our God ts 
one Lord." The Lord Jesus quoted these 
vory words, ns recorded in Mark xii, 20, 
in connection with a summary of the Ten 
Commandments, We might read it thus: 
“Jehovah, our Elohim, is one Jehovah." 
The word ‘clohini’’ is a plural word like 
geraphim and cherubim and is at least 
Suggestive of a plurality of persons, Fa- 
ther, Son and Holy Spirit (Math, xxviil, 
1%), The oneness of the three is seen in 
John x, 80, and xiy, 16; also by compar- 
ing verses 8 and 4 of Actsy. This Jehovah 
shall yet be king over all the earth (Zech. 
xiv, 9). 

5. And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thine heart.’ We feel per- 
fectly safe in saying that only oné man 
ever lived who did this thoroughly and al- 
Ways. Even the man Christ Jesus, the 
God man, God manifest in the flesh. None 
but He could ever say, ‘IT do always those 
things that please the Father’ (John vill, 
20). But Ife verily did love God with all 
His heart and soul and might. If we have 
recoived Him as our Saviour and Lord, He 
in us will fulfill the righteousness of the 
law, and love is the fulfilling of the law, 
such love as is described in Rom. xill, 10; 
I Cor. xiii, 4-7. 

6, ‘And these words which I command 
thee this day shall be in thine heart.’’ 
Not merely in our heads that we may be 
able to repeat them, like the lawyer of 
Luke x, 27, 28, who answered right, but in 
the center of our being, affecting our whole 
life. One has said, ‘‘Thy word have I hid 
in mine heart, that I might not sin against 
Thee" (Ps. cix, 11). Ezekiel was command- 
ed to receive the words in his heart and 
then go and speak them to the children of 
Israel (Hzek. iii, 10, 11). 

7. ‘And thou shalt teach them diligent- 
ly unto thy children,’’ See a repetition of 
this verse in chapter xi, 10. What God de- 
sired of Israel He still desires, for He 
changes not. But what a peculiar house- 
hold that would be where the word of God 
and the works of God were the one and 
continual topic of conversation! Whata 
peculiar person he or she would be who 
would be always talking of the word of 
God! Would you like to be so very pecul- 
iar for Jesus’ sake, at any cost? 

8, 9 As prominent as if on hand and 
forehead and door or gateposts. A heart 
full of Him and His word and His service, 
a@ heart wholly and only for Him, of whom 
it is said: ‘‘ When thou goest, Heshall lead 
thee. 
thee, and when thou awakest He shall talk 
with thee’ (Proy, vi, 22). A heart that de- 
lights in the word of God and meditates 
there in day and night (Ps. i, 2). A heart 
out of the abundance of which the Spirit 
can freely talk of Him whom He delights 
to glorify (Math. xii, 84; John xvi, 14), 
Paul was a chosen vessel to bear His name 
(Acts ix, 15), and we must be as manifest- 
ly His at all times as if we had His 
name written on our foreheads (Rev. xiv, 
1; xxii, 4). Where we would not like to 
bear that name we may not go. 

10, ‘And it shall be when the Lord thy 
God shall have brought thee unto the 
land.”’ As in verse 28 He broujht them 
out of Egypt, that He might bring them 
into the land, and what He purposes ifs 
sure to be accomplished (Isa. xiv, 24). 
These purposes may seem to be delayed by 
man's unbelief, and anew generation may 
have to be raised up, but ‘‘every purpose 
of the Lord shall be performed” (Jer. vi, 29). 

11, Cities and houses and wells and 
vineyards and olive trees, which they 
neither built, nor dug, nor planted; alla 
free gift from God to them. He gave, they 
received. It is even so with us who now 
believe in the Lord Jesus. Salvation full 
and free is ours through Him who loved 
us, apart from any works of ours. 

12. ** Beware lest thou forget the Lord, 
which brought thee forth out of the land 
of Egypt, from the house of bondage’’ (so 
also chapter yili, 11), And yet that was 
the very thing they did. ‘They forgot His 
works and His wonderg, and remembered 
not His hand (Ps. Ixxvili, 11, 42). When 
we have a fear lest we may lack some good 
thing, or lean upon an arm of flesh rather 
than upon God, we are guilty of forgetting 
Him of whom it is written, ‘‘He that 
spared not Hlis own Son, but delivered 
Him up for us all, how shall He not with 
Him also freely give us all things?’’ (Rom. 
villi, 82.) 

13. ‘Thou shalt fear the Lord thy God 
and serye Him, and shalt swear by His 
Name."’ See this more fully stated in 
chapter x, 12, 20, The fear of the Lord is 
& fountain of life; therefore be thou in the 
fear of the Lord all the day long (Proy. 
xiv, 27; xxiii, 17). He who lives in the 
fear of the Lord will not do aught that is 
not right and good in His sight (verse 18). 
He who serves the Lord in sincerity and 
truth (Joshua xxiv, 14) will never think of 
man’s frown or fayor, but will seek only 
to please Him in all things, His motto 
will be, ‘Study to shew thyself approved 
unto God."’ 

14. ‘Ye shall not go after other gods.’ 
Jehovah is the true God, the living God, 
and king of eternity (Jer. x, 10, margin); 
all other so called gods are but vanity. He 
brought them out of Egypt (Deut. v, 6). 
He alone is worthy to be praised. They 
were chosen to bea special people unto 
Him aboye all people (Deut, vil, 6), a peo- 
plo for His own possession, that they 
might make Hina Name, Yet after all 
His loving kindness, they had to confess, 
*O Lord our God, other lords beside thee 
have had dominion over us'’ (Isa, xxyvi, 18),

Ahe Population of Woburn, 
Me Sth Decennial Census of this 
State, just completed, taken on May 1, 
1895, shows the population of Woburn 
to be 14,176. ‘The figures are a dis- 
appointment to muny people, but not to 
the writer of this item. The gain the 
last 10 years has been only 20.65 per- 
cent, the smallest of any city in the 
State except Newburyport. 

In 1885 Woburn’s population was 
11,750; in 1890, 18,499, a gain in the 
5 years of 1,740; in 1895 it is 14,176, 
a gain from 1890 of only 677. ‘The 
population by Wards, according to the 
present census taken in May 1, was: 

Ward 1—2,662 Ward 2—2,880. 

Ward 8—2,509. Ward 4—2, 

Ward 5—1,160 Ward 6—1,41 

Ward 7—967. 

Various causes have operated against 
the growth of the city. At periods

| during the years covered by the census 


of 1890 the leather business has been 
at low ebb.

He married Abbie S. Cole of Orleans, 
whose death was a recent occurance, (1893) 
and the fruit ofthe union was a daughter, 
Alice S. ‘Tidd, who lived with her father at 
his home, and is left to sincerely mourn the 
loss of a kind and indulgent and dearly 
loved parent. 

As before said, energy, application and 
brains made him a leader in his profession, 
an expertin hydraulic engineering whose 
couusel was often sought, and earned him 
an enviable reputation at home and abroad, 
and the pecuniary rewards of such a wide- 
spread fame, He was the Master Builder 
of many important works in Massachusetts, 
Maine, New York, the Provinces, Mexico, 
on the Pacific Coast, and elsewhere, and at 
the time of his death some of these were in 
process of construction, including the Wo- 
burn sewer works, of which he was Chivt 
Engineer. He was one of the oldest mem- 
bers of the Boston Society, and American 
Society, of Engineers, und highly esteemed 
in both organizations, He was an artist of, 


no mean ability, and many of his sketches | 


of scenes on the old Middiesex Canal, of the 
Village of Woburn, and others,are still/pre- 
served and highly prized. 

Mr. Tidd delighted and excelled in the 
cultvation of flowers, the growing of choice 
shrubbery, and landscape gardening. His 
bome on the hill is a beautiful place, and 
among the floral adornments of its spacious 
lawn his happiest moments were spent, In 
choice and cultivation of these he possessed 
fine taste and accurate judgment. 

Mr. ‘Tidd was a man of strong will, great 
energy, an independent thinker and actor, 
impatient of dictation, and yet he yielded 
to reason readily, corrected his mistakes 


: | 
cheerfully, and was pliable and pleasant to 


geton with by those who were worthy of 
his respect. Thoroughly honest himself, 
be despised cant, hypocracy, deceit, lying, 
and had no love for people who practice 
those sins, He had po use for them, 

Briefly, the deceased was esteemed for 
his upright character, respected for achieve- 
ments in his profession, admired for the 
man he made of himself in the face of diffi- 
culties and without aid, and besides he had 
a host of warm freinds.

disease,

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HOW TO AVOID COLDS, 


A CLAIM THAT THEY ARE LARGELY 
DUE TO FLANNELS. 


Have Your Underclothing Lighfand Loose 
and Keep Up-Your Natural Heat—Colds 
Are Kesponaible For a Great Deal of 
Illness and Should Not Be Overlooked, 


A physician who has given much 
thought to the hygiene of clothing has 


} come to the conclusion that many deaths 


are caused by heavy woolen undercloth- 
ing. 

It can be proved that flannels are of 
ten the cause of severe colds, ‘To have a 
cold is to be in a diseased condition, and 
that means a loss of vitality and a short- 
ening of life. It may even mean sudden 
death. 

One can easily demonstrate in one’s 
own person on a small scale the ill ef- 
fects of excessive flannels, Bind your 
hand in thick woolen bandages and 
leave it in that condition for a night. 
In the morning you will find it damp 
and flabby, the pores all open. It is in 
the most susceptible condition for catch- 
ingcold. If the whole body were brought 
to the same state, the result of exposure 
to cold air would inevitably be disas 
trous. 

That the whole body is often brought 
to a nearly similar condition is certain. 
The majority of people during the win- 
ter incase themselves in heavy, tight 
woolen or flannel garments. These pro- 
yoke perspiration and do not absorb it. 
The result is that the wearer's skin is 
hot, damp and highly susceptible to the 
inflammatory effects of cold. A slightly 
lowered temperature can hardly fail to 
bring on a cold. 

Heavy woolen underclothing is able 
the more harm because it has 
the weight of ancient domestic tradi- 
tion. Few people dare to be wiser than 
their grandmothers. Woolen undercloth- 
ing, according to modern experience, 
should be as light as is consistent with 
comfort. There are many persons who 
go through the winter healthily in cot 
ton underwear, and these are probably 
the most fortunate class of the popula- 
tion, But the warmth preserving quali- 
ties of wool are not to be ignored. 

One of its great properties is that it is 
a bad conductor of heat. The heat of 
the body, therefore, is not’: given out by 
it, It also does not stick to the skin and 
does not absorb perspiration freely, This 
vis a quality of doubtful value. While it 
is agreeable not to have your undercloth 
ing glued to your skin it is injurious to 
carry a deposit of moisture which may 
become cold and do harm in all parts of 
the body. 

The object, therefore, should be to 
wear underclothing which does not cause 


| excessive perspiration. It should be light 


and loose, Wool is apparently the best 
material for the majority of people. 

The subject of colds receives too little 
attention, Many people are resigned to 
the perpetual possession of them, They 
should be regurded as diseasé danger 
ous, offensive and unclean. Patent 
medicine advertisements print eloquent 
descriptions of their final effects. These 
remarks are applicable to those who 
have neglected themselves too long and 
are fit subjects for the hospital or pro- 
longed medical treatment. A wise at 
tention to clothing and the general 
health is more valuable than all reme 
dies and treatment. 

Colds are probably the chief cause of 
illness and disease among human beings 
They give little trouble to animals, 
who wear no clothing, Arguing from 
these facts, some enthusiasts would say 
that the less clothing you wear and the 
more you expose yourself the healthier 
you will be. 

But a state of civilization of consider 
able antiquity has made it necessary for 
man to preserve his natural heat by ar 
tificial means, It is not permissible to 
abandon clothing entirely in this coun 
try. Nor is it advisable to wear as little 
as the public authorities will permit 
during an American winter, 

Neither warm clothing nor artificial 
heat will satisfactorily replace the natur 
al heat of the body, To preserve this 
should be the first aim of nll who wish to 
avoid colds, Good food, fresh air and ex 
ercise are Obyiously the principal means, 

Ju the care of the body the skin should 
take pu important place. As far as colds 
ave vonecerned it all important, be 
cause they rarely occur unless the skin 
is in a certain condition, 

When the pores of the skin are opened, 
the cold pir enters where it is not want 
ed and causes an intimation, In cold 
woather the pores should be closed 

Cold water is an excellent vehiele for 
Glosing the pores. The weight of experi 
ence seems fo proyo that it is better to 
pase Warm Water first, Much depends on 
the individual constitution, 

The warm water cleanses tnd softens 
the skin jnd relioyes the body of super 
fluoups moisture, the frequent souree of 
colds, Wollowing this, the eold water 
will close the pores and put the skin in 
 KOund, Hormel condition, No one 
should stay in cold water lony enough 
to feel discoyptort,«=Noyw York World.

5. ‘And Joshua sald unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves, for tomorrow the Lord 
will do wonders among you.’’ Moses died, 
and his body was buried, Joshua sue: 
ceeded him, and having led the people te 
the river Jordan they are now about to 
pass over into the heart of the land of 
promise, but how? for it was harvest time, 
and Jordan overflowed his banks (verse 
16). When tho Lord leads His people into 
a difficulty, it is that He may show His 
yower and be glorified in them.” The one 
hing for the people Js to sanctify them- 
solves, Or put away overy semblance of 
evil, as on the night when they came out 
of Kgypt tHey put away all leaven out of 
their houses, 

6. ‘Take up the ark of the covenant and 

| pass over before the people."’ The ark is 
| mentioned ten timos in this chapter, It 
was the symbol of His presence, and His 
presence was everything. Instead of jour- 
neying in the midst of them, as ordinarily, 
it now went ahead of them, and there was 
to be about half a mile between it and 
them, that they might know the way to 
gp, for “they had not passed this way 
heretofore’ (verse 4). We must take care 
to follow Jesus closely and fully, for it 
may truly be said of each day, ‘Ye have 
not passed this way heretofore." 
7. ‘That all Israel may know that as I 
was with Moses so I will be with thee,” 
Therefore He would magnify Joshua and 
Ho did (chapter iv, 14), and Joshua, was 
honored because of God with him. It was 
God that was magnifled, but Joshua was 
the chosen carthen vessel. The same thing 
was seen in Gal. i, 16, 24 when in Paul 
Christ was revealed, and" God was _ glori- 
fled.

¥. ‘*Come hither, and hear the words of 
| the Lord your God."’ This is the great 
and fundamental thing—to hear what God 
has spoken, Whatever mouth or hand the

| speaks and works. It was so in Christ 
| (John xiy, 10); it was so in the prophets 
| (Heb. 1, 1, 2; IL Pet. 4, 21); it will be so 
; still in every vessel that is wholly His 
(Math. x, 20; Phil. ii, 18), 

10, ‘The living God is among you, and 
He will without fail drive out from before 
you the Canaanites,’’ ete. All other na- 
tions worshiped idols, the works of men's 
hands, but the peculiarity of Israel was 
that their Lord was the true God, the liy- 
ing God, the King of eternity (Jer. x, 10). 
The dividing of Jordan and every other 
mighty work,of God in Israel was that 
Israel first and then all the people of the 
earth might know the hand of the Lord, 
that itis mighty, and fear the Lord God 
forever (chapter iy, 24). 

11. ‘Behold the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord of all the earth passeth over be- 
fore you into Jordan,’’ TI think this is the 
first time that in connection with the ark 
the Lord is called ‘the Lord of all the 
carth."’ But He is frequently called by 
this name as we goon in the book (Ps. 
Ixxvii, 6; Isa. liv, 6; Mic. iv, 18; Zech, 
iv, 14; vi, 5). In Gen. xiv, 19, 22, He is 
the ‘Most High God, possessor of heayen 
and earth.'’ His purposes of grace are 
worldwide, and they are worldwide in 
| connection with Israel, for see Lea. rryit, 
| 6; Num, xiv, 20, 21. 

12. ‘‘Now, therefore, take you 12 men 
out of the tribes of Israel, out of every 
tribe aiman.’’ The story of these 12 men 
is found in the first nine verses of the 
next chapter. Their commission was to 
take each man a stone out of the midst of 
Jordan and set them up in the first resting 
place in the land. This they did at Gil- 
gal, and Joshua also set up 12 stones in 
the midst of Jordan, where the feet of the 
priests stood (chapter iv, 9, 20). The 12 
under the waters of Jordan and the 12 at 
Giugal are very suggestive of our union 
| with Christ in death and resurrection, Old 
| things passed away; all things become 
new (LI Cor. y, 17). 

18. ‘It shall come to pass."’ This verse 
gives the promise and assurance. The next 
three give the fulfillment. To make the 
promise as real as possible we must imag- 
ine ourselyes on the margin of a rushing 
river in the time of a freshet, and as we 
gazo upon the mighty waters one among 
Us BAYS that as soon as the feet of certain 
men, duly appointed, shall touch the wa- 
ters the river will divide, the upper waters 
| piling up in a heap and the rest flowing 
away, leaving the bed of the river dry 
| Could you believe a word like that? 

14-16. “And it came to pass.’’ What 
| God says is as good as done, for ‘the Lord 
of Hosts hath sworn, saying, Surely as 1 
have thought, so shall it Come to pass, and 
as I have purposed, so shall it stand'’ (Isa.

A WORK OF GENIUS. 


Hardly a week had passed since the 
man of genius had died ina shabby bed- 
room of the second floor of that dingy 
lodging btmse oy the Kensington road, 
when som# people entered the chamber. 

They were the few friends who ad- 
hered to the dead man in the last black 
days of his adversity, Between them 
they had paid his landlady, his doctor 
and his nurse. Oneof them had adopted 
his little child—the only relative that 
he was known to have. Now they had 
come to se@ the remoyal of such papers 
‘and persons] effects as he might haye 
Jeff. Mor particularly they wanted to 
take possession, on the child’s behalf, 
of the ‘‘ Work of Genius,’’ the great play 
to which he had been putting his finish- 
ing touches when he was taken ill, 

Mrs. Saunders, the servant girl said, 
was out. Yes, sho had had Mr. Bourne's 
letter, but didn't expect him quite so 
‘early. She had gone shopping, but was 
sure to be back soon, Would the gentle- | 
mien step in and wait? 

They would, So she showed the yis- 
itors into the little front parlor, where 
the man of genius had Jived and worked. 

There were threo of them—St, John 
Bourne, the great tragedian, lessee and 
manager of the Hyde Park theater, who, 
seven years before, had produced the 
play which had first made the man of 
genius known, Philip Gaythorne, the 
dramatic critic, who had extolled it, in | 
hysterical and almost tearful periods, in 
the columns of The Daily Meteor, and 
Ralph Ericson, the young bohemian 
barrister, who did not practice, but cul 
tivated the muses on a parental allow- 
ance of $2,000 a year. 

he room in which they sat down to 
wait was miserably dismal, A medical 
student, who was just then away enjoy 
ing himself in the operating theater of 
Bt. Thoyjag’ hospital, had sneceeded to 
it. Indications of his calling were not 
wanting. On the mantelpiece were a 
skull and # disorderly arrangement of 
microscopic slides. On the table there 
Was u stethoscope, half covered with a 
dirty pack of cards, Jy # corner there 
were test tubes filled with glycerin, for 
the culture of tubercle bacilli. There 
was a mingled odor of iodoform and 


stale tobacco smoke, 
place was very melancholy and not at 
all fit to be the dwelling of a man of 
genius. 

The three men took off their hats and 
gloves and unbuttoned their fur lined 
overcoats and sat down on the least un- 
comfortable of the chairs and talked. 
Their talk, as was natural, was of the 
man of genius—of his sudden rise, of 
his gradual decline, of the great work 
that was at last to have retrieved his 
fortunes, if he had lived. 

For the man had sprang in a night 
from obscurity to greatness. His uame 
till then had been unknown even to 
those who make it their business to 
keep their eyes upon the young men of 
promise who are presently to rise. One 
day it had been mysteriously whispered 
abroad that St. John Bourne had discoy- 
ered a new dramatist of extraordinary 
talent. When public curiosity was thus 
sufficiently aroused, there had duly fol- 
lowed the announcement of ‘*The Knight 
Errant, a New and Original Play, by 
Norman Voules.’’ Then came the pro- 
duction, hailed with tumultuous ac- 
clamations, and the author passed at a 
single step into the front rank of writers 
for the English stage. 

Philip Gaythorne spoke of the mem- 
orable first night. 

“T never saw a house more enthusias- 
tio,’’ he said. ‘‘You never had a part, 
Bourne, which fitted you better, but, for 
once, I think, there was even more en- 
thusiasm for the author than for the 
actor. Nobody knew him, 
asking each other who he was and where 
he came from, and nobody would say. 
Indeed I’m not sure that I know where 
he came from even now. He was always 
very reticent about his beginnings. 
Have you any idea what they were?’’ 

“Something commercial, ’? Bourne an- 
swered, ‘I rather fancied he mannfac- 
tured vinegar, in a smal] way, in Ber- 
mondsey, or was it mineral waters? I 
can't besure. Whatever it was, the poor 
fellow would have done better for him- 
self if he'd stuck to it.'’ 

“You think his success turned his 
head, then?"’ said Ericson. 

“Undoubtedly. He’d been working 
and waiting for it for years, caring for 


nothing else, thinking of nothing else. | 


Nobody encouraged him ; nobody would 
read his plays. I only read ‘The Knight 
'Errant’ myself by the merest accident. 
I took it up one night when I was snf- 
fering from insomnia, thinking it would 
send me tosleep. Instead of that it kept 
me awake, and I put it in rehearsal and 
produced it two months afterward. Poor 
Voules was quite overwhelmed by the 
success. He walked about like a man 
in «a dream. He couldn't work. He 
couldn't do anything but talk about him- 
self and ask what people were saying 
about him. He gave up his business and 
fell away from his old friends and be- 
came 8® bohemian of the bohemians.”’ 

Ralph Ericson, who himself had de- 
serted Philistia for Bohemia, put in a 
word for the bohemian life. 

‘Bohemia is all very well for some 
of us,’’ Bourne continued, ‘‘but it is 
very bad fora man like Norman Voules, 
who plunges into it suddenly at 35. He 
can’t take it as a matter of course. He 
enjoys if tag much. He gets to regard 
midnight suppers as the serious busi- 
ness of life. He hangs about clubs 
drinking whisky and saying smart 
things when he ought to be sitting at 
home putting them on paper. When he 
does get home, he finds that the whisky 
and soda have taken away all his energy 
for work; that, instead of going to bed 
early and getting fit for it, he sits up 
drinking more whisky and soda and 
thinking of it. 
Norman did, that he is spending money 
a good deal faster than he is making it. 
Sometimes he makes a desperate effort 
and recovers himself; sometimes he 
doesn't, "! 

In this way the talk turned upon the 
gradual lapse of Norman Voules, which 
made ‘a melancholy story. His first sig- 
nal triumph had never been followed by 
a second. In the course of seven years 
two one act pieces of moderate but by 
no means startling merit were the only 
works of his pen that had been seen 
upon the stage. 

A part of the money earned by ‘‘The 
Knight Errant’’ he had Jost in » maga 
zine which had failed miserably, owing 
to inefficient management. Extravagant 
living accounted for the rest. So he had 
come to poverty. 

St. John Bourne, who never turned 
his back on an old friend, had given 
him a smal) annuity, and on that he 
lived. But, for the most part, la haute 
Boheme had ceased to know him or take 
interest inhim. He haunted stgge doors, 
shabbily dressed, He failed to pay his 
subscription to the clubs and was sel- 
dom invited to visit them as a guest. 

‘*T rem@mber,’’ Ericson said, ‘‘about 
two years ago, poor Norman always 
used to turn up at the monthly dinners 
of the Silurians at the Criterion. He 
Wasn't a member, and he wasn't a 
guest, but he used to look in with the 
jaunty pretense of having an appoint- 
ment with some man who he knew per- 
fectly well was not likely ta be there, 
It was very painful, but some half dozen 
of us used to take it in turns to ask him 
to join us. He was excellent company, 
when we'd cheered him up a little. But 
that was before his wife left him. After 
that we never saw him there.’’ 

‘*Yes,’' said Bourne, ‘‘that was a sad 
story too, Norman was fond of her, The 
Bohemia life ig bad for women of thay 
sort When they'rg too pretty and their 
husbands can't give them as much mon 
ey a8 they want.’ 

It was so sad « story that they did not 
dwell on it. But Ericson went on: 

“Tt sounds almost like a paradox. 
But I really believe that while his first 
sucovss practically ruined him this 
great blow nearly made him # man 
again. "’ 

Philip Gayebarna phseryed yegrettul 
ly, that he had not nosiced it. 

“It did, though,’’ Ericson rejoined. 
‘Yon would haye found it out if you'd 
seen a8 much of him as I did. He was 
quite crushed at first, for ho was very 
fond of his wife, though he was too in 
dolent to work for her, But afterward 
he began to feel that he wanted an ob 
ject again in life, and fe took (6 work 
ing again fo give piyuse f one “Art, my 
hoy, ! he paed tq say, {in tae only thing 
worth living for, I moan to live for art 
and nothing else, It will help ime to for- 
get. I’m going home to begin another 
play.’"’ 

“And that was the play,’’ Bourne 
said, ‘that he was finishing when je 
flied?! Lean 

"Yes; the play that we have come 
down here to look for. It should be 
good, Poor Norman was taking infinite

Then he finds, as poor | 
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pains with it. He meant to put his 
whole soul into it. For the last year of 
his life I hardly ever heard him speak 
of anything else. I forget how many 
times he told ne he had rewyitten the 
first act. Hoe wouldn’t show it to me, 
he said, till he was quite satisfied that 
he had done his best. I suppose he never 
read you any of it for the same reason. ’’ 

‘‘Never,’’ Bourne answered, ‘‘and I 
didn’t press him. TI hate criticising un- 
finished work. He used to talk of it of- 
ten enough, though, in the Hyde Park 
greenroom, So far as I could make out, 
everybody he knew was to heve a part 
in it—just the sort of part he liked best. 
He used to buttonhole everybody in 
turn. ‘Ah, me boy,’ hetwould say, ‘I’ve 
got such a part for you—a rattling part 
| —lots of ‘fat’? and two or three splen- 
did moments! I’m going home to work 
it up tonight.’ But he did not get home 
| very early, as a rule, on those nights. 
The men who were promised such splen 
did parts used to be hospitable ta him. 
| He must have worked yery s&lowly,”"’ 
| ‘Yes, but also very carefully,’’ said 
| Gaythome, ‘‘He was determined to 
| have every detail right. I remember | 
him consulting me about the names he | 
would give his characters. "’ 

"A good choice of names is a very 
important consideration,’’ interrupted 
St. John Bourne. 

“*T knogy it. There was to be a strike 
in Norman’s play, and he spent a whole 
afternoon in my chamber trying to 
think of a good name with a good, ster- 
ling, honest ring like John Burns. Be- 
}tween us we thought of several, but 
!none of them quite pleased him. He | 
said he must think it out when he got 
home. Yes; he worked very slowly, but 
he was very confident of sugcess when 
he should haye got everything right.”’ 

“And all the while,’’ said Bourne, 
} the poar fellow was killing himself 
with drink. I wonder if he knew it,’ 

“He knew it well enough,’’ Ralph 
Ericson replied, ‘'He didn’t particular- 
ly pant to live. The one thing that 
made life tolerable to him in those days 
| was his work, and in the state he was | 
}in he could do no work without the | 
drink. It whipped up his imagination | 
and took him out of the world of com- | 
monplaces into which he had declined, 
and to which he always tended to re- 
lapse. Sometimes I remonstrated with 
him. He always listened patipntly, and 
he always ad the same reply. ‘It was | 
pouse,he said. If he gave up drink- 
ing, he would have to give up working. 
| He didn’t mind dying soon, but he want- 
ed to do something worth doing before 
he died. In the old time ideas nsed to 
come to him spontaneously, Now he |} 
could only bring them back artistically 


by drinking. Once, I remember, he took 

down Carlyle's ‘Life of Schiller,’ and 
showed me that wouderful passage where 
the historian describes the poet sitting 
| in his workroom at Jena wrecking his 
| health with stimulants to quicken the 
working of his genius—‘the toilworn 
| but devoted soul alone, under the silent, 
starry canopy of night, offering up the 
troubled moments of existence on the al 
tar of eternity)’ Phat was his case, he 
said, The drink might kill him, but if 
| it only helped him to leave a work of 
genius behind he didn’t care. Then he 
went on talking of his work, telling me | 
of scenes he had projected fer it, scenes 
of such marvelous dramatic strength 

that I had not the heart to reproach | 
him any more, but I felt instead that 
the sacrifice of his health and life to such 
an end was well worfh the waking." 

He spoke with a rare and wonderful | 
enfhusiasm, which carried his listeners 
with him.

Obituary. 


Mrs. Susan Fiinv, relict of the late 
Frederick Flint, a man prominent and | 
respected in his day, passed peacefully | 
away at her home ou Pleasant street, | 
in this city, on Friday night, August | 
23, 1895, with members of the family 
and attendants standing at her bedside. 

The maiden name of the deceased 
was Susan Richardson, the daughter ot 
Calvin and Sarah Richardson, and she 
was born on July 31, 1810, making her | 
ut the time of her death a little more 
than 85 vears old—one of the oldest | 
people in Woburn. She was united in 
marriage with Frederick Flint on Sept. 
19, 1831, and the two lived happily and 
prosperously together until the death of | 
the husband, March 5, 1878, at nearly 


71 years of age. Mrs. Flint joined 
the First Congregational chureh of 


Woburn (the old First Parish Church, 
established in 1642) in 1827, and has 
always done it credit by living a godly 
lite, and bearing herself as a 
Christian should. 

The children born of the 
Frederick Flint and Susan Richardson 
were Susan, the wife of Franklin B. 
Smith, Frederick A., Jolin R., and 
Franklin, all of whom are alive, are | 
residents of this city, and were at the 
funeral of their mother. 

Although Mrs. Flint had been fail- 
ing some time, her death was unex- 
pected when it occurred, for she was a 
woman of strong constitution, which, 
it was thought, would serve to prolong 
her life months, and perhaps years. 
So hopetul were the family as to. this, 
Frederick A. Flint was at 
Camden, Maine, when her days on 
eurth ended, and failed to reach home 
before the summons came. She died 
of old age. The vital machinery, that 
had done duty 85 years, was all worn 
out, and could work no longer. There 
was no fatal illness of any kind; she 
just closed her eyes 36 hours before and 
slept her life peacefully away.

PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCES UNDER | 


WHICH THEY WERE WRITTEN. 


Old Captain John Duble and His Bandles 
of Faded and Time Worn Papers That 
Reealled Interesting of the 
Long Time Ago. 


Memories 


Old Jobn Duble, the doughty captain 
of the Ohioriver gunboat Conestoga and 
the commodore of the fleet which helped 
repulse Bragg and Kirby Smith when 
they laid siege to Cincinnati, is suffer 
ing from the infirmities of his fourscore 
years at his home in this city. Though 
his sea legs have gone back on him to 


some extent, his mind remains clear and |

evening and found him engaged in rum- 
maging through several packages of 
timeworn and yellow papers, which he 
said were notes that he had kept 
years before and since the war. Picking

I examined the clipping and saw that 
it contained the verses of General W. 
H. Lytle of Ohio, who, while fighting 
with the Army of the Cumberland, lost 
his life near Chickamauga. Who has 
not read ''I Am Dying, Egypt, Dying?’ 
“I'll tell you about that piece,’ con 
tinued Captain Duble. ‘I knew Lytle 
long before the war, when he was a 
young man studying law in Cincinnati. 


He was inclined to be a gay youth and | 
spent too much time over the flowing | 


bowl. 
Hammond Street station for safe keep- 
ing. As he sobered up he'called for a 
pen and ink. 
that poem. It immortalized him. 
‘Years after Lytle becamne a Union 
general and participated in the battles 
of Tennessee. He was killed at Stone 
River. When the rebels examined the 
body and found the poem, which estab- 
lished his identity, they tenderly 
wrapped him in the Union flag, for 
which he had so bravely fought, and 
sent him across to the Federal camp, ac- 
companied by a guard of honor, That 
was one of the prettiest things I ever 


knew the rebels to do, and our boys ap- | 


preciated it too. 

‘*Here’s another story of how Buch- 
anan Reed came to write that dashing 
poem, ‘Sheridan’s Ride,’ with which 
every one is familiar, Reed was on my 
staff at the siege of Cincinnati. He had 
been living in that city, but he came 
originally from Pennsylvania, and was 
as much at home in Philadelphia, New 
York, Boston, Rome, Dusseldorf, Lon- 


don or Paris as in the county of Ches- | 


ter, which gave him birth. He went to 
Cincinnati as a tailor’s apprentice, then 
became a student of sculpture under 
Clevenger and carved angel faces upon 
freestone ‘monuments. Abandoning 
sculpture he took up art and mental cul 
ture. When I knew him in 1862, he had 


been allover the world and had lived in | 


all of the large cities. He had written 
quite a number of war poems. 
‘*‘*Sheridan’s Ride’ was written the 
lst of November, 1864. Murdoch, the 
actor, was to be given an ovation in 
Pike’s Opera House. Murdoch was read- 
ing Harper's Weekly that morning, and 


upon the title page was the thrilling | 
picture of Sheridan’s ride to the front. | 


A friend suggested that there was a 


poem in the picture, and asked if he | 
could not have one written for the actor | 


to recite at his ovation. Murdoch ex- 
pressed his doubts at being able to mem- 
orize the piece in time. But the friend 
sought Reed, who enthused upon seeing 
the picture, and during the afternoon 
the poem was finished. Before the ink 
had dried on the paper Murdoch was 
committing the verses to memory. That 
night Murdoch inimitably interpreted 
that poem, and peal after peal of enthu 
siasm punctuated the last three glowing 
verses. Both Murdoch and Reed were 
called before the footlights to receive 
congratulations. Reed afterward gave 
me the manuscript of that poem. The 
author told me that he took nothing to 
his room save a pot of black tea, at 
which he sipped as he wrote. ‘That 
poem, with its faults,’ said he, ‘came 
from no

NEW YORK CLUBS. 


An Inereasing Disposition to Investigate 


the Qualities of Candidates, 

It is becoming harder rather than 
easier to get into reputable New York 
clubs. Nearly every important club has 
a long waiting list, and there is an in- 
creasing disposition to question narrow- 
ly the character and reputation of a man 
peeking admission, A few clubs elect 
members at a general club meeting. 
This is acumbersome method, and most 
clubs leave the matter in the hands of 
the board of trustees. The latter often 
practically delegates its responsibility to 
a comiittee on admissions. When the 
committee dows its duty, it parcels out 
among its members the names of those 
seeking election and requires them to 
investigate the reputation of the candi- 
dates. The proposer and the seconder 
are questioned and are asked to give 
other references, so that the candidate 
may be further investigated. ‘The good 
natured habit of seconding the nomina- 
tion of men with whom the seconder is 
unacquainted is one of which the ad- 
missions committee thoroughly disap- 
proves, and it has been suggested, as a 
remedy against reckless proposing and 
seconding, that those who are respon- 
sible for a man’s presence in a club 
shall make good his defadlt if he gets 
into the club's debt and neglects to pay 
up. 

No club fully indicates the prereq- 
uisites to membership, because in most 
cases it is tapitly understood that, what- 
ever the opinions or tastes that are ex- 
pected of an applicant for election, he 
must, above all, be that somewhat indef- 
inite thing, a gentleman. If a club is 
very small, the personal dislike of a sin- 
gle member for a candidate is likely to 
defeat his election, Butina largecluba 
man is expected to put @is personal dis- 
likes aside when the question of admit- 
ting others to membership comes up. 
One of the oddest things in club life is 
the desire of men to join clubs 
with whose declared objects they are at 
enmity or toward which they are indif- 
ferent. Every political association that 
is also a social club of good standing 
has some such incongruities.

MODERN BLACK ART. 


IT IS SAID TO OUTDO “THE DEVIL ON 
TWO STICKS.” 

Tho Three Ways of Casting # Spell—tow 

Toads and Wax Images Are Employed. 

One Method Is Quite Fin do Siecle— Men 

of Learning Belleve In the Rubbish. 


Modern oecultism, or, to put it in dip- 
lomatic costume, l’occultisme moderne, 
is becoming decidedly aggressive, to say 
the least of it, if we are to believe La 
Revue Llustree. Strange as the news 
may appear, it is nevertheless reported 
that the black art is flourishing fiend- 
ishly both in Europe and America. 

Casting a spell upon an individual, 
or, as they Kay on the Bowery, ‘‘hoodoo- 
ing a fellow,’’ has not, according to 
La Revue, fallen into innocuous des- 


uetude. We all remember the sceno 
depicted by Alexandre Dumas in 
‘Reino Muargot,’’ in which the per- 


fumer of Catherine do’ Medici planges a 
golden needlo into the heart, or rather 
the place where the heart ought to be, 
of a little wax statuette modeled in the 
image of King Charles IX. But the 
miyicians of the present day have 
brought modern improvements into the 
art. ‘They practice three kinds of hoo- 
dooism, according to the caprice of the 
client and the degree of hatred with 
which he is possessed. In one they use 
a toad, in another a doll and in a third 
they operate a l'osprit volant, or, in 
other words, they remove the spirit and 
place it temporarily just where they 
want ft. 

Here are the prescriptions for the 
three methods: You take a road, male 
or female, according to tho sex of the 
person whom you wish to reach. You 
baptize it as you would a child, giving 
it the full name of your enemy. While 
you ure committing this sacrilege you 
must endeavor to work yourself up into 
tn paroxysm of hatred toward your vic- 
tim, and you must sandwich tho sacra- 
mental words with the most horrible 
imprecations. Then you inflict upon 
the toad all the tortures that your imag- 
ination can suggset, for your enemy is 
bound to suffer correspondingly, 

If you take an eye out of the toad, 
your enemy will loso an eyo, ete. In 
Amorica, according to La Reyue, the 
Black Crooks have recourse to u more 
summary expedient. They bury the toad 
at the threshold of the residence of the 
person selected for a victim, with the 
result that he dies as if suffocated. 

The doll method is the most ancient 
and the most classic, It requires a wax 
figure called a ‘‘manie,’’ resembling the 
victim as much as possible, It is alsu 
necessary to have some little objects that 
belonged to the victim, or, better yet, 
one of his teeth, portions of his nails or 
one or two hairs of his head. You mix 
these things in with the wax of the doll 
and baptize it. Then, just like the poi- 
soner of Catherine de’ Medici, you stick 
a pin into the figure. If at that moment 
your enemy is even flirting with # 
young woman, he immediately begins 
to suffer from palpitation of the heart, 
naturally enough, if he does not die 
from suffocation. 

The proceeding l'esprit volant is the 
latest improvement in this science, and 
it is the child of hypnotism. In order to 
execute it you must have a subject wl ose 
astral body, which we ure told is of a 
finid nature, will abandon the material 
body on your order and transport itself 
toward your victim. It slips into his 
veins the poisons which you have learn- 
ed how to volatilize. The operation ter- 
minated, you return the astral body to 
its carnal dwelling, and you rouse the 
subject. The crime is committed with- 
gut anybody in the world being able to 
accuse you, and you are left alone with 
your conscience. But the conscience of 
a Black Crook is particularly elastic. 

Now, that is the way they work the 
machine, and La Revue refuses to re- 
veal the places where the ceremonies are 
performed for fear of leading its read- 
ers into temptation. It is better, it says, 
to let them believe that the business of 
casting spells belongs to the domain of 
fables. But the surprising thing about 
it is that men of learning and apparent- 
ly endowed with common sense indulge 
in this kind of rubbish. 

Witnesses well worthy of belief have 
told extraordinary stories of a certain 
Colonel de Rochas—stories that can 
outdo the wildest inventions of the 
‘Devil on Two Sticks.'’ Cohael de 
Rochas, we are told, has discevered a 
method of ‘‘exteriorizing the seasations 
of individuals,’’ Asmodeus used to put 
the souls of Christians who died 
penitent into bottles, but M. de Rochas, 
more ingenious than Asmodeus, concen- 
trates and dissolves in a glass of water 
the senses of enjoyment and of suffering 
of a subject previously magnetized. If 
this water is boiled, the subject writhes 
like St. Laurent on his gridiron, and 
if, on the contrary, the water freezes, 
the unfortunate victim becomes bliz- 
zardly cold. 

Like the story of ‘‘ Jack and the Bean 
Stalk,’' all this may not be as true ag 
the Bible, but in these days of advance- 
ment why shouldn't the black art be 
reformed and rejuvenated?

THE FOOD OF DOGS, 


VEGETABLES AN IMPORTANT ARTICLE 
OF THEIR DIET. 


An Enthusiast Who Disputes the Claim 
That the Dog of Today Is a Carnivorous 
Animal—Supported by the Testimony of 


Veterinarians and Observation. 


It seems strange to me, strange that, 
in the light of such broad, everyday eyi- 
dence, there are those who still main- 
tain that the dog is a carnivorous ani 
mal exclusively, and that a vegetable 
diet is injurious to him, or at least un 
healthful and improper, and that the 
dog in his nature is much the same as 
he was in a wild state—a meat eating, 
bloodthirsty animal, ever vigilant to 
killand destroy. The life of the dog ta- 
day, the practical, everyday habits of 
the dog as a companion to civilized peo- 
ple, is enough of itself to refute this 
theory. Dogs eat vegetable food and 
thrive on it. Many eminent physicians 
and vegetarians teach us that animal 
food fed to the dog without a large pro- 


portion of vegetable food is sure to pro- : 


duce vitiated blood, organic trouble of 
the liver, stomach and kidneys, and to 
a certainty obnoxious skin diseases— 
mange, eczema, ete, These results, com- 
ing as they do directly from feeding 
meat, are a proof of the unwholesome 
ness of meat as an article of diet. We 
have the testimony of the best vegeta- 
rians—Glover, Sherwood, ‘‘Ashmont,”’ 
Mills, ete.—which should settle the sci- 
entific phase of the question. 

Woe have the evidence of the dog’s 
fondness for vegetable food to settle the 
natural features of the question. 

It is true that at time in the 
past, so far back that the mind or know]- 
edge of man cannot reach, when the dog 
was in the wild state, and when he was 
forced to eat meat or starve to death, he 
Was carnivorous. While he has the ca 
pabilities of living on vegetable food, 
nature seems to be remiss in furnishing 
him with the correct teeth for grinding, 
such as we observe in the horse, ox, 
sheep and goats, This is surely a re 
markable instance of adaptability, as we 
observe in only one other animal, and 
that is man himself. 

No doubt all these changes in the na- 
ture of the dog have been brought about 
by domesticity; the association with 
man and the consequent impressions and 
education which have been transmitted 
from generation to generation through 
centuries, till at last what was mere 
education became natural and heredi 
tary. 

Man himself has changed greatly in 
his nature from civilization or the as 
sociation in a state of society, which has 
beneficent effects in enlarging his mind, 
improving his body and adding to his 
knowledge. 

These effects, while not so pronounced, 
are quite noticeable in all the animals 
under his dominion, the horse, the ox 
the dog and the cat, which in its wild 
state is the most bloodthirsty and cruel 
of all animals and has withstood the 
beneficial effeess of associating with man 
to 4 degree exceeding that of any other 
animal, Still the natare of the cat has 
been much softeaed and improyed by its 
life in domesticity, and it, too, is grad 
ually changing from a meat eating ani- 
mal to an eater of vegetables. 

With the testimony of our best pro 
fessional men, the testimony of many 
owners of dogs and the testimony of the 
dog's natural craving for vegetable food, 
and the good health which follows liy 
ing on a vegetable diet, is it not aston 
ishing that there should be any person 
who claims that a diet of meat alone is 
proper for our dogs? In the light of 
modern science and experience the old 
fashioned notions are gradually being 
swept away to the oblivion which over 
takes the misbeliefs left in the rear by 
progress. 

It is possible that the habits of the 
dog as they are acquired about the home 
of bis master may not be considered as 
containigg complete evidence of his 
whole nature, Then I offer one or two 
traits which I observed while on a visit 
in the south in the past year, and which 
I was informed were so common and 
well known in that section as to occa 
sion no remark, 

Tho native negro dogs and) hounds 
will visit the cornfields and tear off the 
groen ears from the growing corn aud 
eat them with relish and ayglity, They 
also will visit the persimmon trees and 
eat the ripe fruit Which has fallen to 
the ground, Dogs have a regular route 
from one persiinmon tree to another, 
sometimes long distances from home, 
which they travel daily, so dearly do the 
eravo for the fruit. AJL this evidence 
convinces me that the dog is naturally a 
vegeta now, bo juatter What he was 
in a Wild ptate.—Morest and Stream,

Poisoned Arrows, 

The use of poisoned arrows in primi 
tive warfare is undoubtedly of very 
ancient origin. The custom is mention- 
ed by Strabo, Pliny and Aristotle, all 
of whom agree that it was well known 
|} in both prehistoric Europe and Asia, In 
later times the Celts and Gauls enven- 
omed their arrow and spear shafts with 
the juices of the hellebore, und the 
American and Australian savages with 
serpent venom and virus from decaying 
flesh. 

The very earliest mention of the Seyth- 
ians refers to them as ‘'a p who 
prepare arrow poison by mixing serpent 
venom with the virus of putrid blood 
serum.’’ At the time of the discovery 
of America the Indians were as well 
skilled in the science of preparing arrow 
poison as the Scythians or any other 
early tribe of European or Asiatic peo 
ple. The favorite mode as practiced by 
the American aboriginas was to kill 
some Wild animal, a deer or buifalo pre 
ferred, remove its liver and cause u 
heavily envenomed reptile to strike its 
fangs into it until the meat turned green 
With poison. If one serpent did not sup- 
ply enough, others were obtained, and 
the work of enraging the creatures and 
causing them to strike the liver was 
kept up until the desired results 
| obtained. One large liver thus pre 

would furnish poison enough to coat the 
shafts of 10,000 arrows. The Smithso 
nian institute has hundreds of these po 

soned arrows, the microgeope showing 
that most of them have been p 
with rattlesnake venom.—St. Louis Ri

—- FOR — 


Sewer Connections. 


1. Allapplications for the construction of par- 
ticular sewers and their entrance into the public 
sewers shall be made upon blank forms, to be ob- 
tained at the office of the Sewer Commissioners, 
and shall be signed by the owner of the premises to 
be sewered, or by his agent. 

2. The entire cost of the construction of particu 

lar sewers from the public sewer to any house or | 
building shall be borne by the owner of the premises | 
to be sewered. The applicant will be required te 
deposit with the City Treasurer the amount of the 
estimated cost of his particular sewer as determined 
by the Sewer Commissioners after his application is 
granted and before the work on his particular sewer 
is commenced.

THE BORGIAN AZTECS 


DISCOVERY OF A POISON RING IN AN 
ANCIENT MEXICAN TOMB. 


A Queer Find Made by American Archm- 
ologists—— Remains of the Priest Who 
Probably Took His Own Life by Means 


of Polson Administered Through a Ring. 


A correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Times in the City of Mexico writes as 
follows: 

Much has been written concerning 
the poison of the Borgias of Italy and 
the many subtle ways of administering 
it to those whom they wished to quietly 
put outof their path, among these ways 
being that of rings with springs charged 
With poison, which, entering like a 
needle point into the victim's flesh, com- 
municated it to him as effectually as if 
he had swallowed it. But it seems from 
a recent discovery made in this city 
that this clever manner of administering 
a fatal dose was not peculiar to the 
Italians, but was practiced by the an- 
cient Mexicans, or Aztecs, 

In clearing the ground of an old ruin 
of a church which had become too di- 
lapidated to render it safe for any one 
to enter its walls there were found in- 
dications that beneath it was a forgotten 
burial ground, or at leastatomb. Eager 
American archiwologists requested and 
received from the authorities permission 
to examine into the matter, and the 
work of exhuming began. 

There was found to be a vault con- 
structed with some care of hewn blocks 
of stone put together and sealed into a 
hollow square with no opening. It re- 
quired sume difficulty to break through 
this, the work demanding care lest some 
curious relic be destroyed, but ut last it 
was uncovered only to show that the 
tomb had an inner casing. 

This, however, was of masonry work 
and more easily removed. When this 
was done, a long, prostrate object was 
revealed wrapped in cloths of coarse 
texture, which had been dipped in 
pitch. These, in turn, being broken 
through, finer cloths were found, and 
these were wrapped about the well pre- 
served body of a man. 

He had none of the dry and withered 
appearance of the Egyptian mummies, 
but looked as though his embalming had 
been the work of yesterday. He was be- 
yond doubt an Indian, as was shown by 
the high cheek bones and facial angle, 
though of the more cultivated type of 
the people who inhabited this country 
before the coming of Cortez. 

He was a man of about 50 or 55, with 
a strong and even benevolent face mark- 
ed slightly with smallpox, and was 
robed in what was evidently a priest's 
dress. This was of white and of fine 
texture, bordered with a still well pre- 
served band of humming bird’s feathers 
of that exquisite handiwork for which 
this people were famous, and of which 
they still jealously guard the secret, 

In the right hand of the man was held 
a small idol of red sandstone, with opal 
eyes, While in the other a silver wand 
or stick somewhat resembling a mar- 
shal’s baton, no doubt the insignia of 
his office. On the left hand was also a 
ring of silver in the shape of a coiled 
serpent, with the eyes of the green Mexi- 
can diamond obtained from mines the 
locality of which was never learned 
from the Aztecs even under torture by 
their greedy Spanish conquerors, and 
the secret of which still defies the ex- 
plorer of today. 

In order to examine this ring more 
closely, one of the party of archwologists 
attempted to pull it from the finger of 
the dead man, but was surprised to find 
that it was held there by a fine wire, 
the needlelike point of which was still 
sunken into the brown flesh. After 
some manipulation this was finally re- 
moved, and it was scen that the wire 
Was a most delicate hollow tube, from 
which hung what looked like an in- 
finitesimal bubble of greenish gas. 

Suspecting that this might have had 
something of the character of the fa- 
mous Borgian rings, the gentleman 
handled it carefully, and calling a Chi- 
huahua dog of the hairless species, 
Which had attached itself to the party, 
he pushed the point of the spring into 
the tip of the animal’s ear and awaited 
results. Tor a time it seemed that the 
ring had exhausted its deadly power, 
but after half an hour the dog was seeu 
to foam at the mouth, his eyes grew 
glassy, and in a few minutes more he 
fell over on ono side, and after a con- 
vulsion or two was found to be quite 
dead, 

This gavo rise to the theory that the 
dead man had probably killed himself, 
or for some offeuse had, by the rules 
of his order or the government, put 
himself to death, as it was lawful for 
one of the priesthood to suffer capital 
punishment, This also, in all probabil- 
ity, accounts for his being entombed 
away from tho temple where he served, 
or otherwise consecrated ground, an 
itom of religious ruling with the Aztec 
as With the Roman Catholics of today. 

On exposure to the air the body soon 
showed signs of decay and fell away 
almost as they watched it, but showing 
in this that only the outer husk of the 
flesh had been preserved, the interior 
being filled with fine sand The ring, 
idol and other relics were claimed by 
the authorities and are now on exbibi- 
tion at the National museum.

From the deck of « Cape steamer 
far out on the wastes of ocean ono 
of the first birds that obtrudes itself 
upon the notice of the passengers is 
the Cape petrel (Procellaria capen- 
sis), known generally as_ the ‘Capo 
pigeon,’’ although the reason why 
it is called a pigeon is not very clear, 
as it has nothing todo with the fam- 
ily of the Columbidae, It affords in- 
finite diversion to the passengers of 
the ocean going steamers, who, tired 
of looking at the endless expanse of 
blue, welcome this little companion 
of their solitudes. 

When the southeast ‘‘trades’’ are 
piping merrily among the shrouds 
and the ‘‘white horses”’ in their 
thousands are falling and curling 
over a bright and sunlit sea, the 
Cape petrel seems thoroughly at 
home in the moving and coruscat- 
ing scene, for in the latitude of tho 
southeast ‘‘trades,’’ though the wind 
blows a half gale or even a full gale, 
the skies continue clear and blue, 
and the deep cerulean hues of tho 
heavens are reflected upon the bos- 
om of the ocean, 

With such bright skies above him, 
so that he may read the heavens 
when he likes and a free course be- 
fore him, the mariner welcomes the 
little Cape pigeon as a petrel of good 
omen and gladly throws overboard 
bits of refuse and provender, which 
the bird quickly snatches at as his 
reward, Sometimes one is caught 
with a hook and line, and on deck 
it presents a sad and pitiable specta- 
cle, as it cannot rise and can only 
run along the deck in helpless fash- 
ion with outstretched wings, vomit- 
ing large quantities of reddish col- 
ored oil. This, it is said, it does out 
of self defense. Its length is about 
15 inches, and it can easily be recog- 
nized by its black head and speckled 
chin.—Good Words.

Prof. Reynolds adds ‘the sum of the 
matter is that the authors seem to have 
aome inkling of the efficacy of hot water 
without very systematic ideas on the 
difference between it and cold. None of 
them say anything of its use in cardiac dis- 
orders, at least I think not, as [ see nothing 
on this subjectin my rapid perusal aided by 
the index.” 

Thus much as to discoverers of hot water 
inthe 18th century. The present therapeuti- 
cal drinking of hot water is due to Dr. 
Salisbury. The writer is merely a witness 
to confirm evidence. He is glad to know

CHEESE ROLLING ON STATEN ISLAND. 


A Muscular and Skillful Italian Can Win 
Many Pounds of Parinesan, 

A favorite sport among the better 
class of Italians in New York is cheese 
rolling, Im tho rural districts of this 
country it 1 ed to be the custom at some 
fairs and moerrymakings to stick acheese 
on the top of a tall pole. The country 
mon would all try their hagdost to shin 
up the pole to capture the cheese, and 
the successful man walked off with his 
prize. In tho Italian game the suecess- 
ful man walks off with the cheese, but 
he does not climb any pole for it. The 
winner is he who can roll the cheese 
farthest, and to him belong the cheeses 
of the other contestants, 

Just back of South Beach there is an 
Italian hotel, with a picturesque arbor 
facing on the road, ‘This arbor, which 
is covered with vines, is extensive and 
is used as a dining room by the guests. 
The Italians who come from all over 
New York cily to witness or take part 
in the cheese first of all 
dine in the grout vine clad arbor, They 
feast to their hearts’ content on min 
estra, olives, spaghetti, fresh veal stall 
ed and other Italian dishes. The stone 
tables are heaped with Italian dainties 
and bottles of the imported wines so 
dear to the average [talian. It is not to

The cheeses are wound round 
with a band of cotton, which is grasped 
by the player and enables him to swing 
the cheese with considerable force. Par- 
mesun cheeses are used, on account of 
their hardness and the toughness of the 
black rind. The cheeses are worth 
cents a pound, and they weigh from 10 
to 40 pounds apiece. Any number of 
people can play—at least as many as 
have cheeses, for the contestants supply 
their own cheeses, and the winner takes 
the lot.

A FIRST SIGHT OF STEVENSON, 


Edmund Gosse Tells How He Met the Nov- 
elist In the Hebrides,

MAKING GEOGRAPHY. 


A SUPPOSED PRE-COLUMBIAN DIS- 
COVERY OF AMERICA. 


An “Authentic Island" and the Ingenious 
Deductions Made From Its Supposed Lo- 
cation—Mr, Oldham and Other Eminent 


Geographers on the Question, 


The Geographical Journal contains an 
important paper by Mr. Oldbam on a 
supposed pre-Columbian discovery of 
America by the Portuguese, The evi 
dence on which the Genoese mariner is 
to be displaced from the position which 
he has held for more than 400 years ap 
pears, says the London Standard, some 
what slender, It consists of an inscrip- 
tion on a manuscript map executed in 
London during the year 1448 by Andrea 
Bianco, a famous Venetian cartogra- 
pher, On this document, now one of the 
most valued treasures of the Ambrosian 
library in Milan, it is recorded that in 
1447 an ‘‘ixola otintcha,’? an authentic 
island, had been discovered 1,500 miles 
to the west, which is portrayed in the 
shape of a long stretch of coust line 
southwest from Cape Verde, ‘The only 
land in such a position is South America, 
Mr. Oldham therefore concludes that, 
as actually happened to Cabral in 1500, 
n Portuguese ship—and Bianco’s map 
was intended to illustrate the latest 
Portuguese exploration—might have 
been driven on the South American 
coast. 


Markham and other eminent geogra- 
phers, appended to Mr, Olcham’s  pa- 
per, are for the most part rather against 
the conclusions at which he arrives. 

More than likely the ‘‘authentic is- 
land’’ was one of the group discovered 
to the west of Cape Verde, or else some 
mythical country, such as ‘‘Antilia,”’ 
Which so long occupied the position of 
the Azores. St. Brandan’s island was 
one of those fabulous seagirt spots 
which, ages after the world had ceased 
to believe in the fabled Atlantis, were 
fondly imagined to exist far out in the 
Atlantic. The Trish saint is supposed 
to have reached it in the year 565, just 
as Robert O'Machin and his ladylove 
inadvertently 
years later. But as exploration proceed

The early navigators were 
persistent in holding almost every new 
land they discovered to be an island, 

It is just possible, though not very 
probable, that such on island existed 
and has now disappeared below the 
surface. In the course of the last 400 
or 500 yeurs earthquakes, voleanic dis 
turbances and the slow secular depres 
sion of the sea bottom have been stead- 
ily at work, On the sea charts of 1‘, 
centuries ago various islets are marked 
which further search has failed to dis- 
cover, Besides the Atlantis, so long bo- 
lieved in, the old ‘‘sunken land of 
Buss,’’ west of Rockall, that lonely 
rock in the Atlantic, is by many beliey 
ed to have been founded on something 
more substantial than myth, while geo 
logical opinion seems again to be stiff 
ening in favor of the once discarded 
‘Miocene Atlantis.’’ But apart from 
these hypothetical places, or others ad 
mittedly fabulous, very recent charts 
note Atlantic isles which the surveyor 


| has long ago set down as fiction, 


Where, for instance, is St, Matthew's 
island, which Garcia de Loyara report 
ed in 1525, if it was not really the isle 
of Annobon, in the gulf of Guinea? 
Santa Cruz, which in sixteenth century 
charts is placed about two leagues west 
of St. Matthew's, Ascensao or the False 
Trinidad and SBauta Maria d’ Agosto 
are equally chimerical, unless they can 
be merged into actual spots or haye 
porished since their discoyerey, All over 
the Atlantic rocks just rising above the 
surface had a place on the charts of a 
contury ugo, For instance, between Sb. 
Helona and Capo Negro, the ‘African 
Pilot’ of 1799 places ‘St, Helena 
Noya’’ as ‘‘doubtful,’’ and between the 
bay of Biscay and Newfoundland, the 
“isle of Mayda,’ the Devil's Rocks and 
the Green island, But of all of these 
spots in mid-Atlantio, Bt, Paul's rocks, 
or the Penedo of &t. Pedro, are about 
the only ones which have survived the 
ubimaginative cartography of tho pres 
ent day. 

Woe hear nothing of the others, Where 
are they? Did they ever exist? Tho At 
lantic is so much traversed and retra 
versed every year that it is soarcely 
possible for any spot to be overlooked 
Indeed new islets are no longer among 
the annual discoverios of seamen in the 
Pacific, though uow and then wo hear 
of submarine volcanoes throwing up 
cinder heaps. We are therefore justified 
in speculating whether the forces of na 
ture may not perhaps have saved the 
credit of the old navigators by occasion- 
ally submerging an islet in the Atlantic.

Epiror Wonurn Journat Not quite 
two years have passed since I left my ome 
in Woburn and joined thearmy of Veteran 
Soldiers in the Marion, Ind., Branch Home

We have a beautifal Home here within 
the great Natural Gas Belt, and along the 
bank of the Mississinewa River, and reached 
by the Pan-Ilandle, Big-Four and Clover 
Leaf Railways. It was started in the fall 
of 1889 when some fifty men were brought 
here from the Dayton, Ohio, Branch, as a 
nucleus to begin the work.
